IVIL war in Spain sienolizes perain 
| the startling changes which have 


swept that ancient land in recent 
VOUS. 

In the swift rush of daily news, more is 
said of military leaders and their campaigns, 
mM statesmen and changing governments, 
thin of the deep @octal and economic 
translormutions behind the news, or the 
character of this lund and its people. 

Long hefore King Alfonso fhe, these 
changes were of course under way, und 
because of them his monarchy failed, 

Sinee 1922, when | first went to Spain to 
live, these transitions have wathered mo- 
mentum, until today this once romantic 
land of duennas, monasteries, bullfights. 
and leisurely postoral lifé has written o new 
and dramatic chapter in its long history: 

Where centuries-old country lanes and 
mountain tras wed to wind, fine new oon 
crete roads now streak over the hills, Tos 
large degree, men have exchanged their 
saddle mules for flivvers, and the high- 
wheeled, chimsy oxcart yields to the whiz- 
fing motor truck. 

From the Hay of Biscay down to the blue 
Mediterranean, traditional peasant cos- 
umes are being discarded and men are 
dressing in plain bluc overalls, Black-eyed 
sefuritas today lay away the time-honored 
nuintiia, get their hair bobbed, and hunt 
city jobs os typists, telephone girls, and 
shop clerks, as da their sisters in many 
Janis, 

New thinking ss well as new muchines 
change the way of Spanish life. Bulliight- 
ing Still goes on, but now the intrepid torea- 
dors belong to a labor union! You may-still 


find juttars and fandangas, for Spaniards 
are ever a musie-loving people, and possi- 
bly you may ton here and there a lovesick 
couple mooning at eich other through an 
ali! iron-barmed window. More and more, 
however, the radio supersedes the guitar 
and the girl has come out from behind the 
historic grillwork and gone to the movies 
with her sweetheart—or to the street bar- 
ticades to ight with him! (Page 413.) 

One fact to grasp, in understanding the 
sociitl muddle here, is that Spain is divided 
into 30 provinces; and not so many years 
ago dt was commonly said that it also had 
50 different national dances and costumes, 
tovether with almost as many dialects. 
Here an incident full of light: 

With some Catalan friends T was going 
through one of Barcelona's big textile mills 
—whiee 60,000 looms tune Dixie cotton 
inl cloth for all Spain—when some cone 
suggested a further trip nest day, 

“But | can't go,” said a Barcelona com- 
ponion, “Tomorrow | mist go abroad to 
Madrid!"

Busy stores flank the Rambla from end 
to tad, interspersed with theaters, cinemas, 
an ancient church of two, ond a large 
number of cates. Under bright, wide awn- 
ings that canopy the sidewalks ancl shace 
the litte tables, idlers sit wn watch the 
lifeblood of the metropolis stream op and 
diwn its main artery —streaming at a 
much quicker tempdé since recent shooting 
started! 

Like the Paris boulevards, each section of 
the Rambla heors adifierent name. First 
come ornamental kinsks displaying an 
atiazing variety of néwapapers and maya- 
tines in every European language, ‘Then 
oomes the bird market, Arranged in cages 
of all sizes along the promenade is a. be- 
willering show of yellow and brown cari 
ries, arity parrots from western Africa, green 
ones from Brazil, tiry parakeets, all setting 
up a lively chatter, 

The next section is the brightest of all— 
the Rambla ile las Flores. Here open-air 
flower stalls, hossed by Stik Naireid peas- 
ant women, offer flowers of every color and 
shade. Love of flowers is one point at least 
upon which all divergent political parties 
can Jie! 

Following the flower stalls come more 
kiosks where one may procure ice cream or 
soft drinks, Buildings begin to look older 
now—the New World gives way to the Old 
—and finally we come out into the wide 
witer front, with jis amate customshouse, 
the tall statue to Columbus, and the \palmn- 
lined Magen de Colim, ‘To the right, in the 
shadow of the huge, somber stune barracks, 
is a long double Tine of second-hane book- 
stalls, Here | once found in English bak 
of travel describing a voyage around South 
America, profusely illustrated, printed in 
1707, acfirst edition, for two peselac—about 
25 cents ot that time, 

We asker the fat old proprietor of one 
of the stally if he happened to have any- 
thing in English. He climbed upon o chair 
and pulled down an armful.of books, Shak. 
ing off a clawl of dust, he went through the 
mass. ‘Then he smiled and handed ws two 
five-cent Buffalo Ball thrillers with colored 
piper covers sn popular in youthful circles 
at home years azo. Buffalo Hill and Nick 
Curter’s heroic adventures-printed in Span- 
ish ate, incidentally, quite popular today 
and are ott display (pare 399),

At the next stall T bowzrht an ancient 
parchinent-covered book in Spanish, pub- 
ished in 1755, full of quaint woodcuts and 
describing in detail a number of sheight-of- 
hand tricks. I found many of them to be 
precisely the sume tricks with cards and 
ooins hal our magicians entertain us with 
today. 

Sloping up an the right of the harbor is 
the high hill of Montjuich, with a sinister 
old fort upon its crest, In turbulent days 
of tots and strikes, executions of ring- 


leaders take place: here, 


Formerly the slope opposite the harbor 
tapered off inte swamps und dumping 
grounds: today it is one of the most beauti- 
ful parts of Barcelona, transformed in a 
few years into lovely tree-lined terraces, 
armiamental builttings, fairylike cuscatles—

Leading away from the exposition grounds 
is a withe street known as the “Paralelo,” 
rather shoddy in daylizht, but ot night 
blaze of electric signs announcing music 
halls, cafes, and night clubs—a gay street.

Mot only here but in the ramblas: one 

comes across that unique Catalan type, the

means “the man of the rape.” -He is a pub 
lic, porter, long known by hie rett woulen 
“stocking cap,’ amd over his-shoulder he 
always carries a coil of rope. For a small 
fee he will rom any errand) or shoulder ny 
article—from fish or flowers to a coffin, 

Leading from the Rambla, tall houses 
Hank narrow streets where the sidewalks 
are hardly wide enough for a fat man to 
walk in comfort, Tiny shops occupy the 
lower floor; one sells cheap dishes, another 
candles only, Then there are small, dark 
lace shops and i store handling bars of 
motled green “castile’ soap, made from 
the residue of olive oil. 

Barcelona, has well over a-million people. 
Although it has grown rapidly in recent 
years, that growth has-been gracefully mond 
becomingly accomplished. 

Guttural Catalan is hear! on every side, 
but in shops and in offices they will spenk 
Spanish if you insist. 

Flags of ull nations fly from steamers 
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Ih Vhese booths cnecdincated folk may diciin 
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docked here We watched cre shore oil 
tor Buenos: Aires; Next to ber wasa new 
Spanish ship, the Afegallames, tust in from 
New York, its:interior decoration in typical

Our Toute culling acres Snaces almast en 
linely hlank—mile upon mile -with ho towne 
of villapes. A stone marked the beginning 
of the Province of Ayesca 

We crossed bridge hich over the 
dey Rio Conca and fad in front of us 
nearly se. enty milles of “treeless deserts, col: 


ored like yolcano ash, gray ftorrents dashing 
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over stony, trackless whites, green cases 
in the depths of valleys, parched villages 
hardly cistinguishable in color from the 
ground on which they stand,” Such is the 
barren plateau of Aragon, in contrast with 
luxuriant Catalonia. 

Along the road is wasteland with drab 
hills like sand dunes in the distance, nut 
a house or 4 human being for mites, 

The name “Aragon” is known to every- 
one, but to mest of ws it is only a narne. 

Other parts of Spain have a mixture of 
foreign, blowis—Romon, Visigothic, of 
Moorish. Here we have the Aragonese, 4 
people of relatively pure Iberian blood, 
Their forefathers, with the Catalans anid 
Valenctans, fought far afeld and once eon- 
quercd Naples and Sicily, striking terror 
along the Mediterranemn. 





HARDHEADED ARAGON AND NAVARRE 

Aragonese independence ond stubborn- 
ness have oot diminished with the cen- 
turies, The Aragonese pride themselves 
upon these traits, and claim that there is 
only one province in Spain where the men 
are more hardheadei—near-hy Navarre. 
They tell this tale: 

Same Aragon peasants once met in a vil- 
luge inn, One claimed he was the most 
hardheaded of all. The partition dividing 
the rooms wis made of brick laid end.on 
end, forming a thin type of wall called o 
taligue, and be said he could drive a long 
nail straight through the partition, using 
his head o8 a hammer. 

At ence he became a hero, Excitement 
rosé arc bets were laid. A long nail was 
placed pzainst the wall and the Aragonese 
slatted to butt it with his bead, Onlookers 
were amazed to see the nail sink into the 
wall with each blow. 

Suddenly, when only abwut half an inch 
of nail wag lett, its progress stopped, In 
vain the Aragonese butted harder. He 
hare ferocioushy, but the nail wouldn't 
budge. FExasperated, facing defeat ond 
ridicule, he shouted, “The nail must be 
through | the wall! Go in the other room 
and see,’ | 

His friends opened the door and gasped. 
There, tihted back in a chair fast asleep, 
with his head avainst the identical spot on 
the wall where the nail should have ap- 
peared, sat.a farmer of Navarre! 

Crossing inte the Province of Zorngoz 
we came to Bujaraloz, a gray place in the 
desert. ‘The sun was shining, but a cold, 
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chill wind blew clouds of dust down the

of all Gothic structures; It was founded in 


l221, and nowhere is there architecture 
more graceful than its two main. towers, 
lacy, windowed, 50 that Turk Shines thr ough. 

Litth girls, rosycheeked like English 
children and resembling very litile their 
olive-skinned sisters of Andalusia, play 
hide-and-seek around the Cathedral, heads 
and shoulders wrapped in red woolen 
shawls, 

From the bridge we could see the old 
ruined fortress on a hill overlooking the 
city, Here in 1812 Wellington besieged 
the French troops, Today the ancient city 
becomes again the center of desperate strife. 
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Revolutionists chow it ax the seat af their 
hew government. By radio they flashed 
this message to the Foreign Offices of great 
powers:

When you -cress: the border into the 
Provinee of Alava, it is like entering: a new 
country.

because of their rich tron mines, modern 
industry, and independent characteristics.

Outside the city, roads branch off to the 
north toware Hilbao—the lurgest Basque 
city ond the Pittsburgh of Spain, ft Ties 
under a pall af smoke from iran mines, 
2teel mills, and huge shipbuilding yards, 

How un-Sparish and wholly Basque are 
names of near-by villages — Qozagutia, 
Tturmendi, Tearteguieta, and the meuntain 
peak of Trumusurrieta, 4,682 feet high! 
Tall chimneys af industry begin to appear. 
and a huge cement factory spreads its gray 
dust oblong the rowlside. | 

Soon comes the Province of Guipizcoa. 
The road, which hos been climbing gently, 
now behaves in a thoroughly mountainous 
hainne, There are ups and downs, hair- 
pin curves, and narrow tums around deep 
precipices and, for miles, forests of beau- 
titul pines, green amd refreshing after the 
cold, bare mountains af Castile.

WAR CLOUDS Is SUR NY ANDALUGSLA 


Far in the south, sunshiny Andalucia 
thundered with cannon’s rour. Peasant- 
wih gay and cheerful, who should have 

been gathering thelr alrionds, drying their 
raisins, and picking their olives, quit work 
and went to war, 

In this region city labarers have long dis- 
catded any distinctive garb and have turned 
to blue overalls, Many farmers, however, 
etill stick to wide-brimmed, high-crowned 
Cordoban hats and the brown corduroy 
trousers bell wp by red or blue sashes, 
Country produce still trickles into Mialagn 
on donkey back, but every year sees more 
small trucks on the rial, more motorbusses 
plying between the Lown. 

In all the south, Malaga has felt the 
quickening pulse of modemity more than 
any other city, [t has torn down old build- 
ings, strawhtened and widened streets, ac- 
quired tea dances and elaborate cinemas. 
Tt has built hundreds of beautiful villas in 
flowered gardens; but, ulus, many will have 
to he rebuilt after the coniliet, and this 
yeur Malaga’s almonds and raisins may be 
missing on American an! Fnelsh markets, 

Clean streets, trim traffic officers, first- 
class hotels owait the visitors. Malaga 
Wages On active campaign to attract tour- 
ists and already many foreigners are seen 

on its streets in the winter months (p. 417). 

Yet contrasts survive, Parallel with new 
streets lie narrow crooked ones of centuries 
AC. Fishermen still pull in their mets cine 
swing through town calling out the amaing 
Varieties of their catch, Mised with motor 
trucks, big two-wheeled carrer we folsa 
come in loaded with produce of mountain 
towns. Some are drawn by five or Six 
nvtiles, all hitched single Me. 

Saw-toothed siertas surround the city, 
giving it a beautiful blue and purple back- 
ground against the sky. Along the very 
crest of one of them there isa tiny straight 
lint—the road to Granada. It rises from 
sta level to a beight-of $,000 feet im a 43- 
minute drive, Wide motor roads wind 
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dong the coast, east to Almetia and west 
to Gibraltar, through scenic beauties un- 
surpassed in Europe. 

To Cordoba the highway becomes a lane 
through thowands of olive trees. When 
harvest has begun, you meet groups of 
men, women, aid children on their way to 
pick dlives, The women put on heavy, 

ed trousers to protect their knees, It 
is backbresking work, kneeling all day in 
soit, wet earth, gathering olives into small 
baskets, while the men knock them off the 
trees with long poles, 

Cordoba nestles on the banks of the 
Guadalquivit, with a beautiful bridge of 
16 arches built by the Moors (page 422). 

Here-are taxi stands, with rows-of bright, 
new American cars, and films fresh from 
Hollywood, The main plazas bave been en- 
larged, asjhalted, transformed, surrounded 
by attractive, ornate new buildings, ambi- 
tiiounsty following the lead of Madrid. But 
in the narrow streets of the old town one 
stops and exclaims before each iton-grilled 
doorway that leads to a cool, flowery patio 
where a littl: fountain plays. 

Here is the Meazruita, prewtest religious: 
edifice built by the Arabs in Spain, a veri- 
table forest of columns, with some 850 still 
standing. 

On an evening last July, the Mundrid- 
Sevilla express stopped as usual at Cér- 
doba's station, After an hour's wail, peas 
sengers grew restless, made inquiries of 
worried trainmen : they saw (larkness come, 
heard shots, cries, the rattle of machine 
Huns, through a long night. 

Morning brought news that the city was 
in rebel hands. The passengers found 
refuge in local hotels, saw troops enter in 
lang lines of trucks: militia hurriedly 
formed and drilled: all the blue denim 
aviuloble was bought up for uniforms, Ke- 
parts cume that near-by villages were in 
Hanes, with hundreds killed. 

To one who has lived vears. under Anda- 
lusia’s calm, cobalt skies, the civil war 
seems an wbsurd impossibility; yet here it 
is. Cordoba’s masque, Sevilla’s Giralda, and 
the lovely gardens of Alweciras have seen 
death and destruction. San Roque, perched 
upon at rocky cliff just inland from Gibral- 
tar: or the long main street of tiny, obscure 
Estepona—tittle did 1 ever expect to see 
their names loom so large in American 
Newspapers,

Presently there come a lull, The cradle 
poised well beyond the rail, A whistle blew 
sharply, and we were lowered to the Hat 
top deck of o bobbing vender alongsivle. 
In a few mimutes we cast oi, a bie swinging 
the tender around and heading it for oa long 
steel pier jutting out from the shore. 
Ahead we could see a line of foam where 
hig combers dashed up the steep, palm- 
iringed beach, Crowded together along the 
shore were afew weather-beaten buildings 
roofed with corrugated irun., Blue and hazy 
in the distance rose the cloud-tipped cones 
Wo several volcanoes and the dim, mysteri- 
ous mass af the Guntenialin highlands, 
With p resounding bump the tender was 
swune alongside the rusty inon piles of the 
pier, i stout cable holding it just out of 
reach of the surl, Here the process of get- 
ting ashore was the reverse of leaving the 
ship, except that a circular railed plat fact, 
with a center pole to hold to, lifted groups 
of eight of ten pastenvers at a time, 


THROUOGOM QUATEMALA'S BACK DOOR 


San Jose is o sleepy little tropical port. 
Hetween steamers this “back door” to 
Crautemala chrowses in the shale of tall 
breadfruit trees ond cooenul palins, ani 
carries on a desultory commerce with the 
Indians af the cowstal lagoons, 

lis dingy water front, rigged porters and 
ishermen, stifling heat, amd main street 
preempted by railroad tracks give no prom- 
ise of the color and activity of Gootemala’s 
gay, modern capital, high up in the cool 
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central plateau; nor of the pristine beauty 
uf its smoking voleanoes and deep-blue 
lakes: nor of the primitive charm of high- 
land sparen villages: whose markets rival 
azaars for color, wares, and bril- 
liant native costumes (Color Plate VIT). 

Nondescript iron-rooled warehouses 
scarcely stigest the grandeur that was 
Antigua, the old Spanish capital and the 
“Pompe of America.” Steam whistles and 
the raucous cries of parrots are hardly o 
prelude to the haunting metocdies of the 
marimba, which one hears everywhere in 
the tugved hizhlends:

When we bought our tickets for Guate- 
mala City at the San José railroad station, 
we learned that the country’s currency is 
on o par with that of the United States: 
The unit of exchange is the quefzal, named 
for the ‘national bird of freedom) (Color 
Pluie VI), and it is worth exactly one 
dollur, One reason for this happy financial 
condition is that Guatemala enjoys a {avor- 
able balance of trade, exports exceeding 
imports by more than $2,500,000 in 1935. 

The first part of the 73-mile journey to 
Guatemala City follows a gently rising 
plain, whose black yoleanic soil is planted 
thickly ins bananas, sugur cane, colton, 
cacao, and fruit trees. Guntemala City is 
nearly a tile above sea level, tn the cool 
and healthful éerru fempluda, or Lemperate 
zone, and the bran tst gain most of this 
altitude in the last fifty miles (map, pr, 432).

most Of Fl Salvacor, aml these materials 
are now penetrating Goatemala, Under 
the harsh treatment of the Indian’s daily 
toal, sech fabrics are quickly reduced to 
tatters, 

At the ald Indian villave of Mixto we 
climbed out of the valley ond soon reached 
the crest of a long, broken range of moun- 
tains, fringed by the upward-sweeping cones 
of several volcanoes. Guatemala has been 
called a “Land of Volcanoes,” anc with 
reason, when one considers that it possesses 
nearly o score of large craters, of which at 
least a half-dozen are active (page 445}, 


VOLCAN(®GIET LAKE ATITLAN 


Steeper and steeper grew the grade as 
we left the hillside village of (Godines. 
Just before we reached the summit of the 
climb, the mouwitain dropped away to the 
leit with breath-taking suddenness, ond 
there, far below, lay the deep-blue waters 
of Atitlin, ane of the world’s most beautiful 
likes (Color Plate IT). 

Like some of the Swiss lakes, Atitlin is 
falded among steep, rocky shores, but in- 
Stead af snow-capped Alps in the back- 
grou there are huge yolcanoes—four 
towering brown and purple cones with 
fleecy white cloud turbans on their heads. 
Nowhere is the mountain rampart broken, 
for Lake Atithin apparently has an under- 
ground ouilet. 

Directly below, in a cove along the shore, 
a yellowish patch indicated the village of 
San Antonio Palopo (St. Anthony Where 
Mats Are Made), Local guides will tell 
you that there are twelve Indian villages 
around the lake, each named for one of the 
Twelve Apostles, Map makers, bes noricin- 
tic, have found that there are many more 
than twelve towns and that only four of 
them bear names of Apostles, 

The steep, narrow road descending the 
inner rim of Atitlan is a marvel of highway 
engineering, twisting and winding down to 
the rocky bel of a moutitain torrent that 
enters the lake near the quaint village of 
Panajachel. But we continued on to 
Tzanjuyu, where a small inn hae been built 
on a headland jutting out into the lake. 

Fefore the vine-draped veranda of the 
inn a magnificent vista of sparkling water 
and volcano cones is spread—when the 
weather is clear, The afternoon we arrived 
a heavy tropical downpour like @ silver 
curtain shut out the view, We were won- 
dering how to pass the time when a fellow 
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quest, . Guatemalan on vacation with his 
wile arid family, asked if we would like 
something to read. 

We gratefully replied that we would, and 
he returned a minute later with the litest 
issue of the NatrowaL GrenkarHic Maca- 
aise! When | explained that [ was a mem- 
ber of the elitertal staff, obtainine material 
for an article about his country, he alee 
that he had beard Dr. Grosvenor, the Presi- 
dent of the National Gengraphic Society, 
speak the previous evening. A short-wave 
broadenst, vin Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
had Wrought him The: Society's program 
honoring Admiral Byrd ad) his gallant 
Antarctic companions in Washington, D.C. 

‘Thus, far back: in the raged mountains 
of Central America, I learned about the 
most recent activities of The Society from 
ane of its 371 members in Guatemala, On 
two other occasions, at Chichicastenango 
and at San Francisca ¢) Alto, 7 mt resident 
members of The Society, anc in each in- 
stance my. researches were made easier by 
their kindly cooperation. 

Although Lake Atithin is anly 11 miles 
long and o littl more than 6 miles wide 
at its widest point, three Maya tribal groupes 
live around its shores. Near Tzanjuyu 
dwell the Cukehiquels, allies of the Con- 
quistadores; directly across the lake the 
hatives are the once warlike Tzutuhiles: 
while the Intians of San Marces and San 
Pablo belong to the Quiché tribe. 

Viewed from the water, Santiage Atitlin, 
chiel city of the Tzutuhiles, with its straw- 
thatched stone huts rising in, tiers from .2@ 
bowlder-strewn shore, resembles a South 
Sea village. The town faces a blue hay 
between the graceful peaks of San Pedro 
and Tolimain Volcanoes, 


WOMEN WEAR “OMDAToOS” 


Going ashore, we were met by women and 
children shyly offering textiles and pottery 
for sale, Others, carrying water os om 
their heads, passed in endless procession tp 
and down the rough stone lanes. In San- 
tiage Atitlan the women wind a narrow, 
varicolored woolen ribbon around their hair 
like a halo ( Plate VL4, 

On the retum voyare in a moter launch 
to Tazanjuyt, a Guatemalun friend pointed 
one a V-shaped valley debouching into the 
ake, 

“That is Jaibal, pronounced in Spanish 
like your American word ‘highball,’” he 
explained. “But the only bighlall that 
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EVERY VILGEAG iS ITS “PILA.Y OF ODTHOOR LAUNDE 
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comes from there is coffee. Some. of our 
best coffee is grown in that hittle ravine.” 
Nearly, a thousand feet obove 
Atifian, the Indian village of Santa Cruz 
clings precariously to the side of a moun- 
tain. From the take its tiny closter of 
creamy houses, huddled around a low, 
white church, looks for all the world fike on 
ete salad on a generous portion of lettuce. 
Tt was the situation of the village that 
first excited ourinterest. No one could tell 
us much about the place, except thict its 
iohabitants were weavers and fruit-growers 
who toiled up a narrow trail to sell their 


wares at Solola, chief city of the lake: 


region, 

The captain of the San Pedro boat agreed 
to drop us on the rocky shore below the 
village and call for us on the return trip. 
As his launch put-putted around a project- 
ing headland, we climbed a steep, dusty 
trail tht sigeayesred up from thorny cattle 
corms and lemon groves to the overhanging 
houses of the town. 


THE FIESTA OF SANTA CRUZ 


As we drew near, not a person wus to be 
seen, in contrast to the venders and curiews 
children who heralded our arrival in San- 
lingo Atithin, San Pedro, ane the other lake 
villages. Then, as we walked around the 
commer of a kuihding near the sun-baked 
plaza, we came to a sudden halt. 

Ranged on é@éach side of a glistening ma- 
hogany marimba. were eizht cestumed and 
rilumed Indians, peering at us through the 
mvecholes of as many bland and emotionless 
masks, Some. carried sabers; others held 
decorated gourd tauttles, Al wore ill-fitting 
shoes and white stockings. Long feathers 
wived above «pantled hats and velvet uni. 
Jorm: beédecked with gold braid, bits. of 
mirror, and bright sk riibons. We bad 
stumbled upon a village fiesta (page 454). 

Outsiders are rare in this out of the way 
place, and our presence caused an jowlwart 
Pallse | So We Cort inued aur walk, 

At the head of the village we sat down 
on a stone threshing floor, But presently 
all thought «f rest was banished. From 
aomewhere below came the deep, hicubricue 
tomes of a marimba, The music reve and 
fell in regular cadence, repeating over and 
uver ftain a fefraim thal seemed to have 
ne beginning and no end, In the cities 
there is something harplike and gay about 
minrimba music, but out here, in. this primi- 
Hive volcano land, there seemed-an under-

tone of droms, of the barbaric heating wf 
ersten, 

We went nearer, down o winding gully, 
The music grew louder. There was a show, 


shufiling noite, too, as if feet were moving 


in regular rhythm. and the shurp rattling of 
stone-filled gourds, 

Abend in the ditch revealed the sun- 
baked village plaza, o hundred yards below. 
There, before the marimba, the eight cos- 
timed Indians were gliding and prancing 
back and forth, now slowly, now quickly, 
in tite with the music, ‘There was some- 
ne in the sight suypestive of an old 
Spanish-Mexican dance depicting the Moors 
anid ihe Christians. Yet the steps were 
mincing, with a studied gwkwardness and 
dragging gait that was as puzzling us it was 
fascinating, 

A huunting spectocle it was—the eeri¢ 
music, the movements, the brilliant cos- 
times, and the little village hidden in the 
mountains, History's paues were turned 
back four hundred years. 

The next day we left Lake Atitlin. The 
rough mointain road, which seenved «4 con- 
tinuation of the steep roof of our hotel, 
twisted into rocky defiles and wound out to 
the brink of dizzy headlands (page 447). 


OBADES OF MORE THAN J0 FEHR CENT 


Rain, falling in torrents, added new 
thrills.te the ride across the plateau from 
Solola ( Plate IIL) to Encuventros, where we 
crossed the highroad from Guatemala City 
to Guezalienanes, As we continued north 
toward Santo Tormds Chichicastenanpo, 
our chiel objective in the highland country, 
the griules steadily became steeper, 

Just before we left Guatemala City, 2 
small bubble gauge had been attached to 
a door of the car to measure the grades. 
Untortunately, however, it measured up to 
only 30 percent! On several of the hair- 
pin turns between Encoentras and Chichi- 
castenango the bubble went to the top and 
stuck. But our powerful car, with its avia- 
lion-type tires slightly underinilated, never 
faltered. One may appreciate how steep 
are these Guatemalan roads by comparing 
them with the highway up Pikes Peak in 
Colorado, where the maximum grade is a 
little over 10 per cent. 

Late in the afternoon we topped a pine- 
covered knoll ond there below us lay 
Chichicastenaneo, a picture village of low 
white houses and wine-red tile roofs.

Feigning friendship, they offered Gumarcah 
to Alvarado as headquarters, Tt was their 
desien then to wreek the causeway, set fire 
lo the hinses, and destroy the (‘astilinns 
tind their fearful horses. 

Hut a timely warning saved Alvarade. 
Preteniing that his men had to lead the 
horses out to grave, he quickly retired from 
the city, With the assistance of the 
Cakehiquels, iealous rivala of the Quiches, 
he liter returned, vanquished the defend- 
ers, and rozed-their beautiful capital, 

From Santa Crus Quiché to ‘Totanicapan 
the highway is another succession of ups 
and downs. Part of the route follows: an 
old Spanish trail, Still in use are ancient, 
himpbacked stone bridwes, more suited to 
horsemen or oxcarts than-streanalined motor- 
cars. Onee or twice we scraped the crank- 
tase with an excruciating poke when it 
failed to clear the sharp crest of a bridge, 

WASHOUTS CONQUEN A RATLWAY 

Near Quezaltenango, the second largest 
city in Guatemala and commercial center 
for the western part of the Republic, the 
highway crossel a railroad right of way 
thoked with weeis—aod reminder of an 
ill-fated electric line, built a short time ago 
alta cost of many millions of dollars to link 
Ouccaltenangs with the International Rail- 
ways of Centril America. lt was abandined 
a few months after completion when heavy 
ruins washed out a large section af track. 

On the return trip to Goatemala City we 
retraced our nite te Enecuentros, where we 
picked up the main highway to the capital. 
This toad clings to the summit of the Sierra 
Madre, and at Chichoy Fass i about 0,000 
leet above sea level, 

In the car with us was a Chichicastenango 
Indian youth, wha wanted fo see the capital 
of his country. Tt was his first autonoblle 
ride, and for along time-he was silent, We 
thought he was frightened, until we noticed 
a greenish pallor under his bronv: skin and 
great drops of perspiration on his. brow, 

Don Aliredo guessed the difficulty, and 
an emergency stop was-made. The lad was 
cusick, ‘hut his spartun Indian nature 
would have forced him to sit in painful 
silence had his predicament not been no- 
teed, Yet this youngster could pack 100 
pottuis on hit back and dogtrot thirty miles 
of more a day over these steep grades. 

it was night when we finally reached the 
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rim of the mountain overlooking Guatemala 
City. The tain had stopped. Like a. bow!l- 
ful of fireflies, the lights of the Capital 
glittered in the dark valley far below, 

Don Alfredo shook the Indian lad, whose 
car sickness had left him in a coma, point- 
ing out the glorious spectacle he had come 
$0 far to see, But he smiled wanly ane 
went back to sleep. No need to worry 
about transparting him hack to Chichicaste- 
nango when he had tired of life in the big 
city; it was a safe wager he would walk! 


FLOWER OF COLONIAL CIVILIZATION 


‘ircumstances forced us to postpone our 
visit to Antigua, the finest of the colonial 
capitals, until the end of our Guatemalan 
visit. Antigua, as one of the flowers of 
Spanish crilization in the New World— 
comparibie to Lima, old Panama, Santo 
Domingo, and ancient Mexioo—is truly the 
scenic, architectural, historical, ancl réman- 
he climax of a Guatemalan interlude. 

As the highway leveled out into a deep 
valley, where Antizun is swung like an 
ariole’s nest between Agua Volcano, on one 
hand, and a steep, forested moutitain range 
on the other, coffee plantations clased m on 
each side. [t was the beginning of blassnm 
time, and the shady groves were aghow with 
(delicate, snow-white flowers (pave 444). 

A stone cross, dating from 1618, marked 
our entrance inte the ald capital, Antigus 
was the third seat of government uncer 
the Spaniards. After the first capital, at 
Tecpan, became untenable, a second: cap- 
ital was built a short distance southwest of 
Antigua in 1527. Butva violent-gale anil 
heavy. rains, followed by a landslide of 
rocks, mud, and water from the steep slopes 
Of Agua Volcano destroyed it overnight, 
Today o tiny village calle) Cioilad Vieja 
marks the site of this tragic second venture, 

Antigua dates fram 41542, when it re- 
celved its coat of arms as “The Very Noble 
and Very Loyal City of Samt James of 
the Gentlemen of Guatemala,” 

For more than two centuries the city 
flourished, inspite of occasional temblors, 
whose sullen warnings went unheeded. 
Architects, artists, and craftsmen vied! 
with one another to give it magnificent puh- 
lic buildings, plazas, and half a hundred 
Kiortous churches (Color Plate VII), 

Lively Spanish senoritas in laces, Span- 
ish grandees in velvets, Spanish. priests in 
embroidered vestments, and swashbuckling 
Contyuistadores, at’ their sides the keen

HOU GH dawn was approaching, the 

| blackness of night still lay over the 

wooded mountains of easter: Tennes 

ao, ‘With a muonimtaineer companion, | 

came quietly long oa itl path where 

near-by trees and bowlders were mere shad- 

ows jwiinst the sky, to the shelter of 2 
windfall beside an opening in the forest, 

We seemed so isolated from familiar 
things that my hand, resting on the rough 
bark of ur sheltering log, lirevught reas 
string touch of reality in a world hidden in 
dim obscuriv. The air was cold with. the 
damp, penetrating chill of early spring. 

A gray licht that came slowly among 
the trees strengthened! gradually wotil the 
wooded shapes abott were dimly ‘visible. 
Colter touched the edge of distant clouds. 

At that moment we heard low calls and 
then o rapid gobbling that mike me quicken 
with tense excitement, Wild turkeys, traced 
to their roosting trees the night before, were 
comme to the ground, 

Mv friend, skilled in woodland lore, with 
his turkey call bein low poles in answer. 
As the birds continued, his imitations be- 
came louder and more varied, their invita- 
tion more urgent, The tone wat deceptive 
even (o me close beside him, and I listened 
with admiration for his skill. 

Daylight now came quickly, so that my 
eyes no longer strained at shadows. Robins 
culled and sdolded from trees below, a Caru- 
lina wren sang. and in the disthiner 1 heard 
the loud drumming of a great pileated wood- 
pecker. “The turkey calls continues. 

Soon dark shapes came walkitig quietly 
aver the open ground before us. A little 
group of hen turkeys was approaching, 
pecking at the ground, and stopping con- 
stuntly to lagk about with vigilant eye, 
The intermittent gobbling of the cock was 
louder, and in another instant he appeared. 


PRIDE BEFORE A FALL 


With spread tail, head drawn back, 
frathers erect, wings drouped, ant troy 
swollen, he strutted proudly before the 
seenuingly indifferent hens, Light shone 
frum the bronzed feathers of his. back ante] 
breast. The bare, wattled skin of his head 
was red and purple, and his tail was tipped

with brown. 


Truly he was-a magnificent 
creature (Color Plate | and pate 468), 

So mtent bad T became on the creat birds 
that I had forgotten my hunter companion 
entirely, and the roar of his gun startled me 
oimiast as much as it did the turkeys, The 
hens disappeared instantly, running and 
‘ving among the trees, but the splendid 


gobbler lay prostrate where he had fallen 


at the shot, 

In another moment [ was admirins his 
rich colors and examining with interest the 
five-ittth “beard” of hairlike plumes pend- 
ent from hic heavy breast. His legs were 
armed with sharp-pointed spurs, and a 
fleshy wattle dangled from his forehead, 

A half hour later. as we started home with 
the twenty-pound bird, we saw hen turkeys 
crossing a distant tele ‘while other gobblers 
called belligerently. free the valley below, 

In those days of abundant sume it was 
considered entirely proper to hunt the tur- 
key in early spring. In fact, this wae the 
only time when the wily gobbler were bo he 
found except by chance, W isely planned 
game Lows new restrict this sport to other 


MOST IMPORTANT GROUP OF BIRDS 


The great group of fowl-like birds (the 
Order Galliformes },t0 which the turkey and 
its relatives Leelee, i widely distributed 
through all the continents of the world and 
is the most important order af birds so far 
ae nian is concerned, 

More than eight hundred! kinds are 
known, Thinging in size from the tiny orien- 
tol quid, no larger than a sparrow, to huge 
turkeys and lJong-tailed pheasants. Four 
of the seven families of the order are found 
native In North America, and members of a 
fhith, indigenous in the (Nd World, have 
been introduced in our continent, 

The turkey (Family Meleagrididae) is 
the principal contribution of the New World 
to the domesticated birds kept by mun, 
Captive turkeys were found among the In- 
dians in abundance on the discovery of

actied déecrihing the bird Domilies of the binted 
States atil Copoda, 
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Mexico nnd were brought to Spain In 1519, 
From there they spread rapidly through 
Europe. Although at first a lusury, before 
the close of the century turkeys were o rep- 
ular article of table fare among the better 
Class. 


PUEBLOS RAISED TURKEYS FOR FRATICERS, 
SOT FOOD 

The Pueblo [ndians of the Southwest kept 
turkeys: in numbers lope before the coming 
of the white man, At Pueblo Bonita, ex- 
plored by & series of expeditions of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, and at most of 
the other large pueblos that have been e- 
tavated, rooms were assigned to turkeys 
as is indicated by the abundance of their 
Tce 

These captive birds were kept mot for 
use as fowl but for their feathers, whith 
were used in ceremonial offerings to Indian 
deities, ‘To the Pueblo Indians the turkey 
was a sacred bird and was seldom eaten, 

The ordinary domestic turkey of the 
farmyard still shaws Its Alexican ancestry 
in the white oe buffy-white tips on toil and 
rump. feathers, This is a characteristic of 
the Mexican bird, these markings. beme 
hirown in the race mative to the eastern 
United Stites. 

The only other living species of this 
family is the handsome vcellated turkey, of 
excellent flesh for the table, fownd irom 
Yucatan to British Honduras and northern 
Guatemala Seemingly this bird, of beau- 
Hifully iridescent plumage, does not thrive 
in captivity, and ts not known to have been 
damesticated except in w casual way, 


A BIRD CALL HEARD A MILE AWAY 


‘The low, mucd-woalled ranch house at 
Kilometer 80, west of Puerto Pingseo m 
northern Paraguay, is pleasantly located an 
the shore of a lagoon, The Jand about 5 
level, with grass-grown prairies mierspersesd 
with groves of low trees. 

After long hours afield during the morn- 
ing, T sat each afternoon under the split 
palm roof of a broad porch, caring for speci 
mens wot writing. ‘The heat at Limes was 
Intense, tempered somewhat by warm winds 
that blew from the corth. 

At intervals from the forest there came o 
raucous, three-noted call that was given 
rapidly for several seconds.  lmmediately 
this was repeated from a distince, and often 
two.or three of these voices called back anc 
forth at intervals for an hour, 


In walking. alone narrow forest tralls, 
amid a dense ground growth of spiny plants, 
1 sometimes cought sight of ote-toiles| 
birds, plheasantlike in form, that reste! tn 
trees or, rarely, fed on the ground. To them 
Daraced the harsh calls that curried te the 
house, sometime from o distance of a mile. 

These were chachalacas (Family Craci- 
dae), of a group that & common in the 
American Troplts, One kind comes north 
neross the Rio Grande (Plate Land p, 465). 

The specte: of this family differ from 
other fowl-like birds of bur fauna in living 
almost constantly in trees. "They are marked 
ley having the hind toe on the same level as 
those: in front. to assist in perchini, itt- 
stead of elevated to a higher level as in the 
vrouse, quail, and the donvstic fowl that 
live mainiy on the ground. Th addition to 
the chachalacas, the family includes the 
curasiows, which ore a& large a4 turkeys, 
and the quan, 


ONE OF A HUNDRED KINDS OF GRRE 


Abowe the village of Painscastle in south- 
er Wales the hills rise in rolling, heath- 
grown moors that lie open to the summer 
sun. These elevated slopes are the home 
of the rol RroLSE, fan! as ganve, and! the 
only distinct species of bird confined im its 
range entirely to the British Isles. 

ne warm July evening, in company 
with o friendly gamekeeper, | walked out 
through bracken and heuther, eagerly an- 
ticipating my first sight of so renowned a 
bird. At one side was the traditional “keep- 
ers Jarder”—a long pole, supported on 
two uprights, from which were suspeniled 
HUMerOUs Carrion Crows, a magpie or two, 
a kestrel, and a-stoat. All had been killed 
by the keeper as “vermin” in his zeal to 
protect the game ranging the broad acres 
uniletr his charse. 

We puseed several places where butts 
had been built of sed. In these, gunners 
stood in the shooting season ‘to fire at the 
grouse driven by beaters. 

Red grouse feathers were scattered about. 
in abundance, but the day had been hot and 
hinds lay cleie. 1 récteniaed the calling of 
male grouse from distant coverts ot the 
first note, as the call is similar to that af the 
Willow ptarmigan, but not until the keeper 
returmed| to the house for a deg did we find 
a bird. 

As the dog, with waving tail, ranged 
through the bracken, a fine male. grouse 
burst out suddenly with a startling roar 
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m wines, As it 
sailed swiftly 
away.

The great group that includes the phiras- 
anis (Family Phasianidae) has more than 
530 traces distributed widely throygh the 
world. The domestic fowl, in this family, 
is without doubt the most valaable bird 


commenciolly that exists, Same of its reta- 
Hives among the pheasants are strange ancl 
beautiful almost beyond the imagination of 
one who has not seen ther 

The largest todividual feathers ain. the 
entire vroupoof birds are found in members 
of this family. The decorative upper tail 
covert? of the peacocks, spread as a huge 
fan in display. are cock! examples, but even 
these ore dwarfed hy the tail feathers of 
Reinhardt’s pheasant of Todki-China, which 
measure more than five fect in length and 
between five and six inches in breadth, The

bind is an inhabitant of jungles, where it 
is seldom or never sect exon! when caught 
i snares, 


It seems truly marvelous that such huge 


feathers, with their beautiful colorings, ean 
be shed and renewed unnually by binds with 
relatively smi! bodies. 

Among the true pheasants, the common 
pheasant ancl its varieties are the most 
witely known, Originally the abundant 
common pheasant le suppesed to have core 
from the ancient lands of Mhasis, on the 
southeastern shore of the Black Sea: hence 
its name, It was well known to the Greeks 
and Romans, and may have been introduced 
inte Englind during Raman occupation. 

The pheasant is now vine of the mnsi 
important game birds of the world, as it ts 
widely distributed in Europe and has been 
established in many licalities in the United 
States, Hundreds of thousands are reared 
annually in captivity and then released to 
be hunted, and equally large numbers breed 
in a state of freedom, 

In England pheasants are driven by 
groups of beaters past hunters stationeadt at 
stratemic points, Im America they are 
Pitti with dogs, as are other uplaned pratrie 
nre 

The rearing of pheasants for pleasure as 
well as for sale is now widespread and ex- 
tends to many species: In recent years the 
great eared pheasants of western China, 
formerly known. to few persons, have be- 
come commen in captivity, Large aviaries 
aften contain twenty or thirty species of 
pheasants of remarkable variety and heduty 
of plumage. 

The stary of the quails thal fed the 
Israelites in danger oof starvation in the 
barren wilds of Sinai ts well known to read- 
ers of the Bible, These were the small 
ld World quad that migrate south in win- 
ter te Africa and thet return north inte 
Rurope In spring. In passage they are 
caught in nets by the thousanils and shipped 
ly Ruropean markets. So many have been 
tuken that it has been necessary to regulate 
the practice by law. 


JUNGLE PICKHONS IN WITTE CAPS 


before the cooling sweep of the trade 
wind, my little hjat traveled easily across 
the head of Samana Bay in the Doriinican 
Republic, ‘Terns and pelicans fished in the 
water, and ilocks of screeching purrots 
pissed over the green hills back of the 
shore. 
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Entering the mouth of the Yuna River, 
which «drains the great valley called the 
Vega Real. 1 was soon in a heavily wooded 
swamp where the shade was a grateful re- 
lief from the intense rays of a tropical sun,

As T walked cautiously over the muddy 
forest floor, dozens of birdy flew out over- 
head with loudly clapping wings and darted 
away over the trees, These were white- 
crowned piseons, found here in grenter 
abundance than in anv other place [| hove 
been, Their guttural coving came con- 
stantly to my ears, but in spite of their 
tbutdance | found it diticult to see them 
amon the dense aad heavy leaves. 

From the balcony of the lithe hotel in 
Sanchez, all through the afternenn, as | 
wrote or cared for specimens, sinule hitds 
and flocks of these pigeons crossed from the 
swamps to the wooded hills, At a distunce 
they appeared entirely black until, os they 
turned, the Haht caught the white crown cap 
that gives them their name (Plate XTV). 


ROTH PARENTS Give “PICKS Ss MILK” 


The group of pigeons and doves (Family 
Columbidae) has more than eight hundred 
forms distributed! through all the great con- 
tinents and spread widely in the islands of 
iropical Seas. The best-known member al 
the family is the common pigeon, native 
originally in the Old World, ‘This species 
was domesticated Tiny Centuries ago and 
hat been carrhedd by the white race through. 
out the wurlil* 

Although raised extensively on a cemt- 
thercial Lani, ‘the prgent, at dove, often 
ranues in o state of senii-freelony abut 
barns amd outhuiddings, In every large 
city, flocks of them have reverted to a wild 
state, ail live and mest about the lelers 
ind towers. of buildings, as they do abou 
the rocky cliffs of their native habitat in 
Europe. 

AS ome peculiarity, young pigeans, when 
first hatched, are led on a substance called 
“nea silk.” which comes from the crop 
of both male and female birds, ‘This:is an 
easily digestible, creamy fluid formecl by a 
fatty degeneration of the walls of the crop.

Among Living members of the group the 
largest are the great goura pigeons of New 
Guinea, the size of a domestic fowl The 
crown has a filamentous crest which once

THE DODO, EXTINCT SINCE 1681, WAS 
RELATED TO THE PIGEON 

Larger than the gouras was the curious 
dodo that once lived on the island of Muau- 
ritius, a bird of the pigeon order but in 
another group (Family Raphidae). The 
dodo was the size of a large goose, anc) had 
a heavy, hooked bill, Being unable to fly, 
it was: soon exterminated) by the sailors 
who invaded its haunts, so that the last 
living one wae recorded in 1681,

Turkey 
(Afeleugris gallo pave} 


The wild turkey, as the largest Ameri- 
can game bird of its group, has eninyed 
iotenown that has come to few species of 
birds (Color Plate ] and page 461), 

At the time of the discovery of the New 
World, turkeys were abundant through 
much of the vast area between eastern 
Mexico and New England. Because of 
their numbers and their excellént meat. 


they were a regular source of food to the 


Indians and became at once of importance 
to the early colonists, 

As they were tame, they were killed with 
litte dithculty and were a fair mark for 
the Indian with his bow. At this time the 
birds were said to ranwe in large bands. 

The introduction of guns mace an im- 
mediate impression on their sbundance. 
[In 1677 in Massachusetts, turkeys were re- 
ported in lessened numbers, but as lute as 
1717 they are said to have sold in North- 
ampton att a shilling fourpence each. Th 
1788 the price hud increased to threepence 
a pound and about 1820 it became ten- 
pence and more. 

The turkey in a wild state ranges in ex- 
tensive woodlands, where it is so shy that 
one may enter iis haunts frequently with- 
oul once seeing a bird. In laree areas of 
their former range, both in New England 
and elsewhere, turkeys have now been com- 
pletely exterminated, Where they persist 
they are carefully protected as game birds, 
und where there is sufficient wild land to 
ifford them cover they may still exist in 
numbers. 

Hundreds are killed each year in Penn- 
sylvanin during a- short hunting season, 
and the birds are equally common in many 
areas in the South. A few remain in Vir- 
winia. within a few miles of the city af 
Washington, theugh their presence is mace 
known mainly through their tracks and the 
birds gare-seldom seen, 

In spring the adult gobbler struts anid 
gobbles in display before the hens (page 
401), At this season a beavy pad of Tat 
develops over the breast in the male, sery- 
ine to sastiin the bind, which is so occupied 
in display that he neglects to feedl, 

The wild turkey is polygamous, The 
pest, mate by the female, is a hollow 
scratched in the ground, uncer cover of a 
log, dense brush, or other shelter, It & 
lined ‘with @rass or a few leaves, and con- 
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lains from 8 ta 3 cream-colored epes 
spotted with reddish brown amd! lilac, ‘The 
Temale covers the eres carefully with leaves 
and grass when she goes off to feed, to pro- 
lect them from crows and other marauders, 

When the young turkews hitch after four 
weeks of incubation, they are tender and 
delicate, and in wet seasons many are lost. 
They range with the mother through the 
summer and fall. The adult gobblers flock 
tovether, mainly apart from their families, 
during. this period. When the young can 
fy, all roast in trees, often varying the 
sleeping place from night to night. 

During the day the birds range on foot, 
feeding on acorns, berris, and in the 
Warmer seasons on insects. Although they 
range mainly in the woods, they may enter 
open felde, Unless suddenly disturbed, 
they seldom fly except to reach their roost. 

Ordinarily, grown turkeys-range from 12: 
to lo or 20 pounds in weight, while ocea- 
sionally oli gobblers weigh 30 or even 40 
pounds, The male turkey has a spur on 
the side of the tarsus, or lower leg, above 
the toes, and is marked in addition by a 
pendent tuit of huairlike feathers colled the 
“beard” in the center of the breast. 

In adult binds this becomes five to ten 
inches long, so that it trails on the ground 
as the birds bend forward in feeding. Okc- 
casionally old hen turkeys develop beards. 

Four varieties of the wild turkey are 
recognized, ranging from Pennsylvania and 
Colorado to Florida-and Mexico. 


Chachalaca 
(Ortalixs vetufa vernal) 


Chachalacas live largely in the treetops, 
coming te the ground occasionally to feed, 
liut retreating instantly to the branches at 
any alarm. Except io rise to such cover 
or to escape from isolated trees, they sel- 
dom fly far, preferring to run along the 
larger limbs, They are adepts at hiding 
und often disappear in seemingly scanty 
tree growth in a most astonishing manner 
(Color Plate T and poe 462), 

A nest of sticks and moss is made in a 
tree, offen on the end of a broken stub, 
Lisually three eves ore laid, though four 
or five are found rarely, These are buffy 
white, with an extremely hard shell that 
is finely corrigated and rough to the touch. 

Fees of the chachalaca are often hatched 
under hens and the chicks are easily tamed

Ring-necked Pheasant 
(Phosiones colchicus tarqmaties } 


From where T rested in the pleasant 
warmth of the morning atin at the-edge of 
a vineyard in western New York State, 
the land led down steeply to the blue waters 
of Canandaigua Lake. Beyond the lake a 
mosaic pattern made by cultivated fields, 
pastures, and woodlands was displayed in 
broad panorama on the rising slopes: of the 
opposite hilla, Robins anil field sparrows 
were singinu, and barn swallows citcled 
overhead. | 

Suiidenty T heard a curious crowing note, 
followed by o quick beating of wings. As 


this was repeated I turned cautiousiy to 


wea girgeous tale pheasant posing at the 
edve of a thicket. with the red wattles 
about his eyes resplendent in the sun 
(Calor Plate IT). 

As T watched he crowed again, and then, 
taking alarm, disappeared behind the 
hushes. 

This is an alien species, now. well estab- 


lished and thriving in many parts of our 


country, Tn Europe pheasants have been 
kept in captivity for hundreds of years. 
The Greeks at the time of Alexander the 
Great reared them for food, and this propa- 


ration was continued in the days of the 


Roman Empire, Tenry VOI eeipioyee A 
pheasant breeder in 1502, and the birds are 
now bred extensively in many countries. 
The trie pheusant (Phosienns colchicus 
cachicns) has no white ring about the 
neck, The Chinese, or cing-necked, pheas- 
ant (Poriones ¢. torqucdtet) ond the Mon- 
Quinn pheasant (Piosenes co mongolicus ) 
have the neck ring well develuped. These 
three have been much mised in breeding, 
and inaddition have been crossed at times 
with the dark, greenish-colored Japanese 
pheasant (Phaesianus versicalar), so that 
the ordinary wild stock is of hybrid blood, 
Pheasants were token to Amertcea as 
early as abiut 1790, when one-time Gov- 
ernar Wentworth of New Hampshire is said 
to have imported several pairs from Eng- 
land. These ind other early stocks soon 
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diced gut, however, ond successful establish: 
ment of the birds came nearly o century 
Tater, 

In 1880 Jude O<:. SN. Denny, United 
States Consul General at Shanghai, shipped 
Chinese pheasants to Oregon, where they 
were liberated neur the mouth of the Wil- 
lamette River. The following year he sent 
another shipment, which wae freed in the 
Willamette Valley in Linn County. 

The birds established themselves al once, 
and increaséd so rapidly that when their 


hunting was permitted in 1892 fifty thou 


sand birds are said to have been killed the 
first day. | A 

Pheasants have been widely distributed 
in the United States by game commissions 
of the virious States and are now estab: 
lished over large areas, 

The Jong tail, coupled with the size, dis- 
tinguishes both sexes of the pheasant from 
any of our native birds. Pheasants feel 
regularly in cultivated fields and meadows, 
but at any alarm run to safety. It i 
astonishing to see so large a bird disappear 
completely in apparently scanty cover, 

To the American hunter the pheasant is 
often a cisappoiniment, as it moves before 
the dow« and is often flushed with diih- 
culty when it has sufficient shelter. 

The cock pheasant crows mainly during 
the spring and early suminer, though beard 
occasionally in fall, The birds are often, 
but perhaps not always, polygamous, and 
incubation normally is the duty of the fe- 
male, 

The nest i¢ a slight hollow scratched in 
the eround under cover of vegetation, The 
eves ordinarily are olive brown, though oc- 
casinnally sets are found that are pale blue, 
They usually number from 8 to 13 and 
hatch in from 23 to 25 days. Captive te- 
tiales often lay continuously for comsider- 
able periuds. 

At present the pheasant is established 
throughout much of the northern hali of 
the United States; and in British Columbin 
and Ontario. Tt is resident, and if food is 
avaflahle jt can withstand severe cold in 
winter. 


European Partridge 
(Perdix perdix perdix) 

This species, Known often a5 the Mun- 
garian partridge, has heen introduced 
widely into the United States and Canada, 
ancl in various localities has pow estab 
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lished itself definitely as a game bird, 
particularly i the prairie regions of ‘the 
Dominion (Color Plate 1L)_ 

In Alberta, where the original stock was 
only $00 binds, canditions proved so ex- 
collent that a season for shooting paartridies 
Was opened five years after their introduc- 
tion, Now they are common in, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, and parts of Manitoba. 

[n favorable regions they fairly swarm; 
WB. Mershon reports more than a thou- 
sand seen in one October day, Sportsmen 
journey annually from England) te. hunt 
them, so abundant have they becorne. 

With this success in mind, came commis- 


sions to date have released more than a. 


quarter of 4 million of these partridges in 
various parts of the United States, They 
are now well established in Oregon, Wash- 
ington, and Idaho. and are common in Wis- 
consin and Ohio. In other areas the ex- 
periment as vet is not wholly successful, 
but it is probable that the tance will be 
considerably extended, 

In the Old World the European par- 
tridge frequents. cultivated lands, often 
where cover is scant. 
prispered most in sections devoted to fields 
of wheat ane com, interspersed with hay 
meadows and occasional areas of waste Land. 

In such haunts go afield some brieht day 
in October, when the air is sharp with cold. 
In a weed-grewn field, without the stishtest 
warning. there is a sudden explosion af 
birds as twenty tlirk-gray forms. rise. to 
gether with rouring wings, and with tremen- 
deus speed dart sway to new cover. The 
effect of a fitst meeting af this kind is more 
sturtiing than any other | have experienced, 

In spring these partridges.separate in 
pairs, The nest is a littl hallow fn the 
ground, sametimes under shelter af bishes, 
but commonly in open meadows where it is 
sheltered by green vevetation. The 9 to 
20 olive-brown ees are placed on a slight 
lining of leaves and grass, Ohccasional sets 
ate whitish or blue in colmr, 

European partridge: remain in coveys 
except during the pairing sean, feeding 
in sleeping on the oround. Their trenien- 
Hows speed on the wine and their secretive 
ness make them excellent game birds, and 
they are capable of thriving wwler condi- 
tions unfavorable to the native grouse of 
the prairie region 

In its native home this: partidge ranges 
over the greater part of Europe, including 
the British Isles, 


In America: tt has. 
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Bobwhite 
(Colinas virzoianys) 


As our two bird degs ranged a weedy 
field in the rolling hills of southern Penn- 
syivania, they suddenly froze inte. mistion- 
less poee, with head fqrward and one front 
foot slightly naiacd, 

We advanced carefully, with muscles 
tense, until, with a roar of wings, a covey 
of quail burst out in bunch formation, 
spreading instantly as they headed toward 
distant coverts (Color Plate ED), 

With ready pun I fired at o bird slightly 
to one side, and as it dropped! T watched 
the others sailing with set wings over the 
crest of a little hill two hundred yurrs 
away. Others had fallen to the guns of my 
companions, and in a moment the birds, 
retrieved by our eager dogs, were in our 
hanes. 

My own bird | examined carefully to 
determine that the covey was one of the 
rtive quiet anc not of the Mexican variety 
that had been introduced in laorve numbers 
into this country: “To examine the status 
af thee introduced birds wae miy mission 
on this particular expedithin, 

The botwhite, ordinarily called “quail” 
in the Northern Stites and “partridge in 
the South, is without doubt the best known 
of our upland game birds: It has wide 
rang? over the eastem half of the United 
States: und in this area is oa familiar in- 
habitant of fields and meadows, often liv- 
ing ndjacent ti farmyarils. 

Boring a large part of the year bob- 
whites range in coveys. that often include 
members of seyeral families, Ouring the 
day these bands travel on foot throtgh 
epen fields or in the adjacent woodlands, 
Walking quictly when somewhat protected 
by cover, or running rapidly, with meck 
ercet and crest feathers slightly raised, as 
they cross little openings: 

Flush them and they dort away to dis- 
tant cover, from which, if there is no fur- 
ther alarm, ina few minutes they bein 
their “scatter” call, and under this: guid- 
ance gradually reassemble. Whistle a good 
imitation of this call and a bird or two may 
come in neryaus alarm almost to your feet, 

Toward evening the covey enters some 
thick cover, often in a weedy field, where 
the birds «pend the night, ‘Po sleeq they 
arrunge themselves in o compact circle, 
with heatls-out and tails toward the center, 
resting closely against) one another for 
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warmth. I[f-alarmed by some enemy, all 
can thus fly straight out without danger of 
collision, 

In the North these coveys are sametimes 
covered with drifted snow and so sleepy in 
warm protection. On cbeastin this is their 
undoing, as, if sleet forms a heavy crust 
over the snow, the birdsare imprisoned, 

[n spring, wher: Hives appear, the coveys 
separate und each male bird selects an ares 
in which he hopes to have o nest. Here. 
mounted on a stone, aoclod of earth, or a 
fence post, for hours an end he whistles 
Clearly hk-bobavhity or simply bob-white, 
nu pleasant call that carries far over fields 
av) pastures. 

This bt love song and at the sane time 
a challenge. Let a rival male intrude and 
there is immediate hattle, Sometimes this 
ig merely 6 game of bluff and a chase, but 


on occasion the ight is bloody and may re- 


sult in death to one of the combatants, 

When a mate finally appears, the male 
pufts out his feathers, extencls His wines, 
and turns from side to side to display his 
head markings, According to H. L. Siad- 
dard, who has studied the bobwhite mare 
intensively than any other paturalist, from 
two weeks to a month may elapse after 
birds are paired before there ix w nest, 

Contrary to popular belief, Stoddard has 
found that soon after males are mated most 
of then cease to whistle. The calls that 
continue so persistently through the sum- 
ner are mainly the notes-ol surplus males 
that have no omtes. 

The nest i a alight cavity, excavated 
sometimes, perhaps usually, hy the male 
alone, The hole is dug with beak and 
Claws uncer shelter of veretation and: is 
lined with leaves, wrass, and wee stems, 
The eges are white and may nuniber fram 
7 to 28 ina set. Incubition, in which the 
mile may share, requires about 23 days. 
Seating occurs from April to Urctober, the 
ustial period extencling from May to August. 

The eastern bobwhite (Ciiney o. tir- 
finjanes) & found from South Dakota and 
southwestern Maine to Texas and the Gulf 
const, being more abundant in the south- 
ern half of the rane. The Florithy bib 
white: (Colimvs v. florilenes), smuller ane 
much darker, occupies peninsular Florida. 
The Texas bobwhite (Coffee . foros), 
smaller snd decidedly lighter colored, 1s 
found normally from southeastern New 
Mexico and southern Texas to Tamaulijiis, 
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but it has been introduced widely in many 
puirts of the United States. 


Masked Bobwhite 
(Celimus ridgwayl) 


In this interesting quail the male has the 
markings of the bead largely black, instead 


of white as in the common species, which 


it resembles in its call and general habits 
(Color Mate TLL), 

Before extensive settlement came, the 
masked boliwhite was common in a limited 
area alone the southern boundary of Ari- 
coda, Where it inhabited valleys und messs 
covered with extensive growths of grasses. 
When wrazing cattle destroyed the. cover 
in its haunts, it disappesred, and is now 
known only from northern Mexico. 


Mearns’s Quail 
(Cyrlanva minieswimar meurns | 


Near Har Foot Park, in the Chiricahua 
Jhorntains of southeastern Arona, T heard 
at intervals the Velptng culls of Mearns’s 
quail, but the birds were shy and 1 found 
only their dust baths, in which lay a feather 
or two to identify the makers (Plate If): 

In the Dragoon Mountains, on the op- 
posite side of the valley, | was:more suc- 
cessful, as one or two quail Mushed almost 
beneath my feet and dashed uway to be 
lest immediately from ‘sight. Though now 
sc .Wary, in eatly days they were frequently 
killed with stones: But the enmmean name 
af “fool quail” for this bird today seems to 
me to be entirely misapplied, 

AL times this curigus quail is more triet- 
ful, ond may allow a view os it scratches for 
food or leads its. young among the bushes. 
Tt is found ordinarily in little hands of tro 
to ten indivictials. 

[ts curios notes, uttered in descending 
scale and ending ina trill, are ventriloquial 
andl offer lite aid-in locating the bird. It 
sometines answers to a whistled imitation, 
uni then riay be more easily found, 

The nest is aslight hollow in the ground, 
and the white eves number from 10 tw 12, 

This quail is found in semi-arid moun- 
tains and hills from central Arizona and 
central ‘Texas south to Coahuila and Sondra, 

Gambel's Quail 
(Lophortvs gamed?) 

The lower slopes of Bill Williams Mouwn- 
tain in northern Arizona are grown with 
pifions and cedars, with much rough ter- 
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rain cut by rock-strewn arroyos: Here | 
had my first view af Gambel's quail, which 
was common over the brash-grown flats and 
about the scattered water holes. My first 
one stood in the shade of a little bush, 
watching meé alertly (Color Plate IV). 

After admiring its erect pose and soft 
coloration through glasses, | walked toward 
it slowly, expecting it to ‘fly i in usunl bob- 
white fashion. Instead it suddenly walked 
buck among the bushes. As T came nearer 
it ran swiftly owny; easily outcistancing me, 
and was Inst among the racks, Only rarely 
did I see the birds in fight, when I found 
that they traveled with great rapidity. 

Gambel's quail is the most important 
game bird in considerable ateas.of semi-arid 
country, particularly in Arizona, as it is 
vommean and widely distributed. Except 
when nesting, the linds are found in coveys, 
which, when food is abundant, may jain 
with others to form bands of a hundr OOF 
more individuals. 

The nesting season begins in April at 
continues through the summer, one family 
being remred, Males whistle from some 
commanding perch for hours on end, but, 
like the bobwhite, are believed to stop ‘these 
calle soon after being mated. 

The nest is a hollow scratched in the 
pron uniler stittable cover, This is lined 








with gross or other fragments of dry vege- 


tation from mear at hard, Rarely, they 
occupy nests of other birds in trees and 
bushes, | 

From 10 to 12 eves constitute the usual 
sel, though occasionally double that nom- 
ber ate found, They vary from dull white 
to pile buff, spotted in varying deprees 
with brown and drab. 

Seeds af various kinds fon the principal 
food, these of the mesquite bron bring 
especially favored. Grasshoppers, ants, 
Wid-yvarious wither insects are eaten in small 
quantity, a8 are spiders. The birds alse 
ure fond of sali, and come regularly to peck 
at the supplies placed for damestic stock, 

While Gambel’« cyuail come constantly to 
water holes and drink copiously, the birds, 
like many other desert creatures, have the 
capucaty tu ago for weeks without water, 
Their nests are often located where it iz 
not possible for the birds tu travel dally to 
wuter holes. 

Gamliel's quail (Lophortee ¢. ganebetl) 
ringes (rom the desert region of southeast- 
cr Culiformmia and southwestern New Mex- 
ica to extreme western Texas and south 
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into Sonora. A race called the Olnthe quail 
(Laphorive g. saonus), founc) in southwest- 
ern Colorado, is believed by some ornitholo- 
wists to be native in that region and by 
others to have developed. from Gambel’s 
quail, introduced recently into that urea by 
Scaled Quail 
(Caflipepla xpuayiata) 

Low hills grown with yucca and bunches 
of coarse grass border the bench Junds along 
the Arkansas Kiver where that stream 
emerees from the mountain foothills in 
Colorade, Irrigated lands lie below, but 
the rougher area above is trevarded mainly 
by prazmg animals. 

As I crossed a dry wash hetw een low hills, 
a curious barking call, uttered at regular 
intervals, arrested my attention. On climb- 
ing carefully up a steep slope, I sawsa 
grayish quail with a light-tipped crest 
stunding on the edge ofa bank sixty yards 
away (Color Plate IV), 

While I lnoked, the bird threw. back his 
head and uttered the call that had started 
my search. For some time he continued, 
occasionally walking about nervously while 
keeping a sharp lookoutall around. At the 
rattle of a pebble displaced hy my foot he 
was instantly alert, and in another moment 
ran swiftly away in quick alarm. 

Kock-strewn hills and open flats grown 
with cactus and various thorny shrubs are 
the chosen habitat of this pale-colored bird, 
whose plumage seems to match this desert 
buckeround, Jis haunts include lands 
more barren than those selected by any 
other American species in this group of 
game birds: 

Amid the intense Tight of such harsh 
surroundings, the “cotton top” of “blue 
quail,” as it is: usually known, ranges in 
Hitthe Mewks that at times gather in larger 
bands when: fool is abundant. 

Though swift when on the wing, they 
seldom resort to fight. Their speed on 
foot if most amazing, and a covey disap- 
pears through the bushes with a celerity 
that is often a surprise even to those who 
uré familiar with them, Frecwentlhy they 
ane the despair of sportsmen, particularly 
when they have been much hunted, os at 
any alarm they dash away with raised 
crests, running swiftly, sometimes in single 
fle ate sometimes scattering, with no pituse 
or hesitation that might give opportunity 
for a shut. 
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Though ordinarily shy, they are some- 
times found in the irrivated lomds of 
ranches, and then, with qulet trust in their 
human bosis, may cernie about the very 
door, 

‘Che est is the hollow wsaal amen quail, 


scratched in the jrruunel mnel lined with bits 


if such vegetation as is conveniently at 
hand. The 9 to 16 eges vary from white 
to hui? and ane spotted with brown, 

The chesinut-bellied! scaled quail (Cal- 
lipepla 2. caxytanevasiers) & found from 
southern ‘Texas to Tamaulipas and Con- 
huila. ‘The Arizona scaled quail (Caifi- 
pepla s. pallifa), with the abdomen buff 
instead of brown, ranges from central Ari- 
cona and western Oklahoma to Sonora and 
Chihuahua. 


Mountain Quail 
(Orearter picta) 

On the ground beside a spring in the 
Greenhorn Moiuntwins ef Calitomin, T saw 
hrown feathers handsomely marked with 
white, indicating the presence of the moun- 
tain quail fur which I searched (Plate V)-. 

A moment later alow call came from one 
side, sol T went out carefully through dense 
cedars until finally 1 sawn brown bird with 
gray breast standing beside a-log. As he 
called he nodded his head, shaking the long, 
graceful plume that formed hts crest. 

Others, hidden in the irwh, ran with a 
pattering sound over dry leaves, AL an 
alarm all dashed across a Jittle opening, 
with heads erect and crest (eathers stream- 
inv in the wine, aiwl when safe behind cover 
Hew with whirring wings too (listant shelter, 

This species, known sometimes as 
“plumed quail” of “mountain partridge.” 
is one of the most handsome of its group, 
both in its color andin ite decorative crest, 
Male and female are alike, except that the 
femile usually hus a shorter crest and 
slightly duller colors, 

The nest is a hallow in the ground, lined 
with grass, leaves, pine needles, and other 
vegetation. Usually it is placed beneath 
the overhancing cover of logs, rocks, or 
bushes. ‘The ewes are realdish buff without 
murkings, and vary from § to 15 in somber, 
Karely there are morte. In the lower part 
of their range the birds sometimes lay in 
the neste of the valley quail | 

Family parties of mountain quail spend 
the smumer quietly, being often four! about 
litthe-springs at the heads of guiches, In 
the higher mountains in September the 
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birks become restless, and come down the 
shapes to spend the winter below the region 
at heavy snows, This migration is per- 
formed on foot. ‘The birds jallow riders ar 
AL fimes come oul on mountain rimdways, 
walking. and running in litth companies. 

This quail, in fact, usually trusts to ‘its 
legs 19 escape [bs enemies, anc) grown birds 
seldom rise in flight until they can do so 
behind a strean of bushes, Hunting them, 
ever the steep mountain slopes that they 
inhabit, is accompanied by much hard 
labor, With most sportsmen they are less 
in favor than the valley quail, 

While these quatl pick up some grass 
hoppers and other insects, the bulk of their 
fund) is compaserd of variotis seeds, 

The coveys break up in spring and the 
hinds begin their mating in late March wr 


early April ‘Those that have come from 


higher altitudes to winter at. lower levels 
usually return singly or in pairs, traveling 
upward as the snow disappedrs. | 

The mountain quail (Oreortys picty 
palmeri) is found from southwestern Wash 
ington_near the comst to Monterey County, 
California, It has been introduced on 
Vancouver Island, 

Another race, called in books the “plumed 
quail,” but Known universally as the “moun- 
tain quail” (Oreurtve p. picta), somewhat 
datker in color, ranges from northwestern 
Oregon along the Sierra Nevada and inner 
Coast Ranges through California and to 
western Nevada. The paler colored San 
Pedro quail (Oreartys p. comfinés) occurs 
in the Juarez and San Pedro Martir Maun- 
tains of Baja Californian. — 


California Quail 
( Lophortyx californica) 

To Californians this sturdy-bodied quail 
with jaunty crest is the most familiar up- 
land game bird, During most of the year 
it runges chaparral-covered slopes in the 
mountain, foothills, or brush-erown draws 
and thickets in the lowlands, In flocks that 
yary in size according to the extent the 


birds are hunted (Color Mate V and p. 404), 


Though these quail tun swiftly, they 
ordinarily hide when alarmed, to burst out 
with disconcerting suddenness on loud 
whirring wings and to dart away so swiftly 
that they are safe from all but those adept 
in handing. sun. 

In the early veors of setUlement these 
(ul were very abundant: flocks of hun- 
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dreds were not unusual. They stil remain 
conumon, but, through ait and grae- 
ing in their haunts, coupled with much 
hunting, they are reduced in numbers, so 
that their bands now ordinarily include 
from ten to fifty individuals. 

The birds are highly adaptable, and with 
increased settlement have established them- 
selves in rmadariy plices in suburban gardens 
and even in parks in some cities, ‘The 
eastern bird lover, visiting in southern Cali- 
fornia, moy be thrilled by seeing hand- 
some male quail calling from roofs at 
chimneys in the residence sec tion of Pas. 
(enn, or may encounter pairs or little bands 
in the shrubbery of Golden Gate Park in 
San Francisoo, 

‘This quail has proved adaptable to trans- 
port elsewhere, so that T have been ¢le- 
lighted to bear its pleasant notes in the 
Salt Lake Valley in Utah, on the ishend of 
Qshu in. Huwali, und near Valparaiso in 
far-distant Chile. Tn the eastern United 
Stites, however, altempts to naturaliac 
them thus far have foiled. 

The nest & a hollow, woially hidden 
beneath same cover, On a lining of grass 
and other soft materials there are placed 
from i to 28 eggs. When more are found 
the nest is used by two females. ‘The eges 
ate white or cream color, spotted with 
brown, and, like other quails’ ees, are 
strangely pointed at the smaller end. They 
hatch after 21 to 23 days of incubation, 

Though nests are found from spring ta 
fall, only one brood is raised. The later 
broods ore beliewed to be these of birds 
that have Tost an earlier setting, Tt is 

quite well established that in ex eptionally 

iry seasons these quail remain in hands 
through the summer, and that under such 
cincmstanoes many do fot nest at all, 

The California. quail is one. of the mest 
strictly vegetarian of our hinds, as approsti- 
motely OF per cent of tts food ts mace up 
of seeds and other veretable matter, Tts 
flesh is tender but firm and it is excellent 
ealinit. 

The typical California quail (1epAor- 





tyr c, celiformed) is found fram south-

County, Californian, and has been intro- 
duced in the Siote of Washington and on 
Vaneouver Island. The valley quail

Ruffled Grouse 
(Bons anbelive) 


Admiring the view from the slopes al 
Spruce Knob, highest mountain in West 
Virginia, | suddenly sensed rather than 
heard a slow, throbbing sound, like the beat 
of a great heart. This was repented, at 
first slowly, then with increasing speed, 
until it became amuiftied roar of sound that 
teased ns abruptly as it had begun. 

Immediately answer cane in kind from 
farther away, arid again from another side. 
Ruffed grouse, under the inspiration af the 
cool air of fall, were drumming, a thrilling 
sound that eave the proper aecompaniment 
for the wild panorama betore me (Plate VT), 

In my mind I could see the drummer, 
ae: T had on other occasions; standine 
proudly on a prostrate log, with neck cuffs 
glistening in the sun, Suddenly he throws 
the body erect, with the tail at an angle, 
and begins the beats of his wings that pro- 
duce the sound, ‘The movement js so rapid 
a= to defy the eye, until at the close the 
awiithy moving pinions show as a hazy blot 
about his body. The sound, a resonant 
drumming whose tones may curry far, is 
produced by the beat of the stiff wing 
feathers against the wir (page. +64), 

The ruffed grouse in the North fs often 
known aa “purtridge,” while in the south- 
ern mountains many call it “pheasant.” 
It tf an inhabitant of extensive woodlands, 
where it ranges in litth bands that crouch 
and hide at any disturbance. It is o lsird 
dear to the heart of many 4 sportsman, and 
with its quick getaway under cover is one 
of the most dificult te kill of any of our 
game bined, 

Walk throw:h its haunts and the birds 
lie close until you have paused, when they 
rise with w resounding roar of wins that 
startles the novice into complete forget- 
fulness of his gun, The grouse dodge at 
once behind some tree of thicket and cart 
away, to set their wings finally and sail 
rapidly to safe coverts, 

In spring drumming heging in earnest, 
and it is then that at times it is possible 
to approach and watch the drummer, 
Move forward cautiously when the dam is

Nest making and incubation fall entirely 
to the female. The nest is a hollow made 
In the ground, usually near the foot of o 
tree, Jt is lined) with dried leaves and con- 
tains from 7 to 16 eggs, rarely more. ‘These 
are buff or brown, occasionally slighily 
spotted with reddish brown, When not 
dlormed the female covers the nest com- 

letely with leaves before leaving, at times 
laying some gently on her back ane wings 
so that they settle over the eggs as she 
dips from under them, ‘There js some evi- 
dence that this grouse is polygamous, 

Tn late summer and fall these irde roost 
in trees, and they may continue to sleep in 
conifers in mild winter weather, Regu- 
lorly, however, at that season they sleep 
am the ground beneath low protecting 
branches, aometimes burrowing under deep 
snow (page 467). | 

Periodically there. is great recliction in 
number amon ruffed grouse for reasons 
that are net clearly apparent. Increasing 
settlement has brought about their exter- 
mination in niany oreas, but where there 
are extended forests; and hunting is prope 
erly restricted, the birds still remain in 
fair numbers. | 

Six geographic varieties of the ruffed 
grotse, differing in size and color, are at 
present recognized in a range that extends 
through wooded areas from Labrador to 
Alaska, and south to Pennsylvania, Ter- 
nessee, Colorade, and northem California. 
In the méuntains. the birds go te narthem 
Georgin, anc formerly were found south 
into easter Buansas, 


Dusky Grouse 
(Dendrayapur elscuris) 

Travelers in the Rocky Mountnin re 
gion may encounter littl bands of large 
gray grouse in the bushes along streams or 
in more open sections under pines and 
spruces. These are dusky grouse, the “foul 
hens” of the runchmen. The name is often 
merited, as in remote sections the birds are 
tume und fearless. 

Flovks of nearly grown young muy rest 
on logs within a few feet, or may fy Into 
low trees where they remain quietly, When 
tame birds were mure abundant, it was 
lien pissihle to shoot several from «uch o 
flock with a pistol or small rifle without 
cating aatm among the others, 
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Inspring a low hooting call may attract 
attention to a male dusky grouse as he 
struts along the pround with drooping 
wings. On either side of the swollen neck 
an area of bare, dull-revtdish skin, coyer- 
ing a distended air sac, is outlined by un 
oval rine of pure-white feathers. 

The nest is a shollow busin beste a log 
or under the shelter of bushes, with a 


scanty lining of pine needles ond other 


vegetation, ‘The e#es vary fram 7 to 10, 
occasionally more, and are bull, spotter 
with brown. 

When the young are hatehed, the female 
if highly solicitous for their welfare, and is 
often fearless in her anxiety for them. 
Later, the entire family often Mes into 
trees, and it & not unusual to discover sud- 
denly that a little group of them is eyeing 
you quietly from a few feet away. ‘Their 
fight is accompanied by a roar of their 
Sstift-feathered wings, ancl as they dart away 
the pray band at the end of the tail is often 
& Prominent mark. 

In Colorado and New Mexico thew 
grouse are weually found in the meuntains 
at 7,000 feet altitude and above. Farther 
north they range at lower elevations. [1 
winter their tracks are often seen in snow 
when they themselves are not discovered. 

The trie dusky grouse (Dendragamnes a, 
obscures) is found from Utah, southern 
Tdaho, aml Calorado to New Mexica, 
Arizona, and central Nevada. The race 
called Richardson's grouse (Dendrage pees 
i, michordsoné), hawrec in Calor Plate VT, 
with the terminal gray tall band less dis. 
linet, frequents the mountains from central 
British Columbia and western Alberta. te 
eastern Oregon mud Wyoming, Fleming's 
sprouse (Qendragapus oo. femmes), of 
darker colour, ranges from northern Britich 
Columbia to southern Yuken and District 
of Mackenzie, 


Sooty Grouse 
(Dendragapus fuliginestins ) 


This. large grouse is. an inhabitant af 
conifers, and though it neste on the prey 
and feeds there to some extent, a good part 
of the life of adult birds is passed in trees 
(Color Plate VIL), | 

Aby first meeting with them was in north- 
western Washington. As [ traversed wet 
underprowth, sodden from nearly constant 
rains, 1 heard resonant, hooting motes, re- 
peated with varying wceent, 
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After long listening, 1 traced these calls 
to & group of tall firs, where, after much 
watching, with aching neck, | made out 
the dark form of the bird. Secure in its 
remoteness; the wrouse continued! to nll at 
intervals, paying little attention to. my 
movements on the ground below, 

The sac on elther side of the neck in this 
species ts yellow, and is larger than in the 
dusky grouse. The skin above it also 
considerably thickened. The greatest dif- 
ference comes: in the call of the male, for 
that of the seoty wronse carries for [ene 
distances, while the notes of the dusky 
grouse have much less force and power, 

Ta mest, this grove desrends to the 
ground und prepares a slight depression 
uniler the cover af a rock of log, or beneath 
bushes, This is lined scantily with wrasses 


and leaves, and contains from 5 to 12 


euvs, buff in color, spotted with redilich 
brown, As incubation continues, a few 
feathers-irmm the bird are usually adkled to 
the nest lining, 

Various kinds of berries are favorite 
food, together with lenves, soft stems, and 
seeds, In witter the birds feed exten- 
sively. if not entirely, on the needles of 
pines and firs, which give a strong favor 
ta their flesh and make it unpalatable ‘to 
Many persons, 

These grouse are hunted with consirler- 
able difficulty, since, when in lofty trees, 
they remain motionless and comnot be seen, 

Four varieties ure repognized in the area 
from Alaskn. to the mountains of (Califor-

Spruce Grouse 
(Comachites Cunddensis) 

The spruce grouse is a bird of the far 
northern forests and can live only in um- 
disturbed wilderness. With any deyelop- 
ment of natural resources by civilized man 
it becomes care and ordinarily j 15 SOOT) exter 
minated, Herause ot its long isolation tt 
hoe little fear so long as it is out af actual 
reach, and is often captured with the ereat- 
cs! of ease (Color Plate VIIP). 

Boys kill them with sticks snd stones, 
or catch them in snares, Often a flock in 
a low tree will watch quietly while their 
members, one by one;are snared by a noose 
on the end of ta long pole, never seeming 
to realize that they ore in danger. ‘This ts 
another of the grouse that often bear the 
local name of “fool hen.” 

The male spruce grouse bas a curmus 
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display, which, though given during most 
of the year, hiss iis preatest expression in 
the mating season, The bird rests on a 
low branch at the border of a little open- 
ine. At intervals it flies acros< to another 
perch, pausing for an instant in the air to 
beat its wings rapidly, producing a dnim- 
ming, rattling sound. 

Sometimes a bird may rest on the ground 
in a little opening, jumping into the alr at 
intervals to drum. Again, the mole resorts 
to a leaning spruce up whieh be walks, 
frequently springing into the air te. dew. 
Such drumming trees: become well known. 
as the bark & worn and tulbed through 
COnshinh use. 

The pest is placed on the ground under 
hushes, or beneath the low-hanging branches 
of a spruce, As the birds sit clase, their 
homes are discoyeres) with considernble 
difficulty, Often the female will nit 
rise until trodden upon. The ees, which 
number from [0 to 16, are bff or cin- 
naman, boldly marked with varying shades 
af tich brown. They ore among the 
handsamest in color and marking of the 
entire family. 

The spruce grouse spends much time im 
trees and bushes, where it secures its prin- 
cipal food of leaves and buds. The birds 
are resident even in the Far North, In 
winker they live almost exclusively oan 
apruce needles, sp that their flesh pojuires 
a strong. resinous favor. 

The four geographic races are distrib- 
uted through northem forests from the 
Labrador Peninsula across to Mount Me- 
Kinley and the Vukon regi in Alaska. 
They fange south to New England, north- 
ern Minnesota, and southeastern Alnska, 


Franklin's Grouse 
(Canaciites frumklind | 


This is. the western counterpiri of the 
spruce grouse, from which it differs prin- 
cipally in lacking the buff-colored tip on 
the tail. Tt % an inhabitant of mountain 
forests of conifers ( Plate VIII and p. 453). 

Like the eastern bite, Franklin's grouse 
hag no fear at all of man, Aretas A. 
Snuniers relates that once be climbed a 
somal pine and seized one of these grouse 
by the foot, merely to see if this was peos- 
sible. When released, the bird merely 
moved a few fert to a higher Tim. 

The nest and cays, seen selilam by mnat- 
uralists, resemble those of the spruce grouse, 
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Franklin's grouse feed largely on needles 
of pines and firs, and in winter remain 
almost constantly in tres. They do not 
migrate, but during the colder sénson ire 
difficult to find because of their arboreal 
halvits, | 

Franklin's prowse ranges in the north- 
western United States and southwestern 
Connda, from southeastern Aloska, British 
Columbia, and Alberta to central Idaho and 
northern Oregon, 


Prairie Chicken 
(Lym panuchur cupido) 


The coming of spring in the haunts of 
the prairie chicken is signalized bya re- 
sounding beaming, whose insistent repeti- 
tion i certain to prouse interest. Follow 
ibe sound vind eventually you will find a 
number of gray-brown birds restitw.u short 
distance apart on the ground in open field 
or prairie (Color Plate IX). 

Suddenly one begins a curious dance in 
which the rapidly moving feet make u little 
pattering sound on the erountlL [ft then 
droaps the wings, erects the tail, and 
throws the pointed feathers on the sides 
of the neck forward like little horns, while 
the bady swells, and two yellow sace like 
Oranges are inflated on either side of the 
neck, ‘The bind runs forward a few. steps 
und then expels the air from the sacs to 
nike a hollow, booming soutd. 

Immediately the challenge is answered 
by anether male a short distance away, and 
the two approach with threatening mien to 
rush at one ancther, The combat is no 
sham battle, 08 feathers fall and the birds 
strike viciously with bills and feet. Females 
near-by book on with seeming indifference, 

The booming of the prairie chicken may 
begin in March, but reaches its climax in 
Muy, which is the helght of the mating 
season, Like the ruff of Europe, the hirds 
visit the same areas each year for their 
mating, even though the ernundl bas been 
plowed and the original sod replaced by 
growing crup4.. Their booming 1 one af 
the sounds of the prairie countries that, 
heard once, are never forgotten, 

Nesting duties fall entirely to the female, 
as the male is too engrossed in hts displays 
to have interest tn such affairs, The nest is 
placed on the ground, where it ts hidden by 
dense yeretation. Rarely is it licated: in 
the shelter of groves of trees. ‘The cmes 
vary from 7 to 17 In number, They sre 
olive built in color, spotted with brown in 
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varying degree, some being alinost without 
markings, Incubation requires approxi- 
mately 24 days, 

In the northern part of their range these 
birds migrate southward at the approach 
of coll weather, traveling north main. in 
spring. During these movements they 
sometimes fly at a considerable height above 
the greund_ 

When colonists came first to the area 
between Massachusetts and New Jersey, 
they found a bird called the “heath hen” 
that ranged in large flocks in country, 
This eastern race of the pital rie chicken, 
marked by wider dark bars and slightly 
darker color in general, was hunted to such 
i degree, and was so molested by increasing 
settlement, that finally all disappeared ex- 
cept a small colony on the island of Martha's 
Vineyard off the const of Massachusetts. 
In spite of careful protection thie grep 
steadily dwindled in number, until the hast 
survivor disappeared i in the fall of 1931. 

The true prairie chicken (Tove panei 
cumide aaericame) ranges from Alberta 
om] Manitoba to eastern Colorado, Arkan- 
sas, and Indiana. Attwater’s prairie chicken 
(Pym peenuec heus é. attwatert), smaller andl 
garker, & found in the coast region of 
Texas and southwestern Louisiana, 


Lesser Prairie Chicken 
(Tvmpanuches pallidicinctys) 


This interesting species, marked by small 
size and pale coloration, & a bird of the 
Great Plains area that formerly was found 
in tremendous. numbers, Eurly travelers 
in this section describe flocks ranging from 
fifty to five hundred individuals, whose 
wings, a5 they rose in sudden flight, made a 
noise like thunder (Color Mate IX). 

These great flocks have disappeared, and 
for a period of years this spectes seemed on 
the way to extinction. With more carefully 
planned game Lows that have afforded bet: 
ter protection, the birds have increased in 
number locally, and, though absent over 
much of their former range, they are still 
found in some sections in fair abundance. 

In spring the lesser prairie chickens. re- 
sort in drowes to their booming ground, 
often a low elevation grown with buffalo 
mrss. Here they oo through wntics similar 
to these of their larger cousing, The haorm- 
ing sound differs decidedly in tone, and the 
sacs on the neck af the male are reddish 
msteacd of vellow, 

The egys.are somewhat less spotted than 
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those of the larger prairie chicken, some 
being almost immaculate. 

The lesser prairie chicken ranges: from 
southeastern Colorado and Kansas to cen- 
tral Texas and southeastern New Mexico. 

Sharp-tailed Grouse 
(Pedinecetes phastanellus) 
In quest of food the sharp-tailed grouse 


may come cut inte the open felds of com. 
aml wheat where its cousin the prairie: 


chicken is at home, but it regularly ranges 
in and near the thickets of brush and the 
groves of trees that are scattered through 
the prairie countries (Color Plate X}. 

Tn spring the sharp-tail resorts to certiin 
Knolls where for some weeks it is occupied 
in the spiriter) dancing and fighting that 
accompany the mating. period_ 

The nest is a hollow on the ground, lined 
with whatever vegetation is at hand. ‘The 
eezs usiilly oumber from 10 to 15, and 
are olive boff speckled with emall spots of 
brown. Some are almost entirely unmarkerl 

In the hunting season these grouse are 
favorite game, as they utually lie well) to 
dogs, and to one with Steady nerves, not 
disturbed by their roaring wings on their 
tuiden rise, they offer excellent shooting. 

At the approach of ‘winter sharp-talled 
grouse often move ta Tegions with more 
timber, and at thie time come into areas 
where they do not occur in the nesting sea- 
son, ‘Though in summer they live on the 
ground, in winter they spend much time in 
trees, where they ent dried berries and buds, 
At this season they often come about farnn- 
houses and into small towns, where wheat 
may be found about grain elevators. 

The northern sharp-tailed. preuse ( Peati- 
orceter pf. prasianelias |) tanges- from central 
Alnska across to northern Quebec, The 
Columbian sharp-tail (Pedioteetes p. co 
tumbtanes), which is graver, is found from 
the interior lowlands of British Colombia 
to Utah and northem New Mexico, The 
prairie sharp-tail (Pedioecetes p. cam pes 
tris), of paler, buffer hue, is. found from 
southern Alberta and Manitoba to eastern 
Colorado-and western. Wisconsin, 


Sage Hen 
(Cenfrovercus wrophasianus) 
Walk threugh the aromatic growths of 
sage in the Great Basin region. and you 


may be startle by the sudden flight of a 
huge grouse. It rises without warning and 
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whirls quickly away to disappear in the 
shelter of the gray-green shrubs that extend 
for miles about. 

This i is the sage hen, better called “sage 
frouse,” the largest of its-group in America, 
Old males weigh from four and one half 
to eight pounds, and with their long tails 
and striking markings are truly magnificent 
birds (Color Plate X). 

Formerly sage bens were abundant, but 
with extensive settlement they have heen 
reduced in various reviins, and without 
protection would soon become extinct, 
They live almost entirely in areas grown 
with sawe, seeking other thickets only dur- 
ing the cold and snow of winter. 

A strong, muscular gizzard, like that of 
the domestic chicken, is so wétial among 
grouselike birds that it is curious to find 
in the sage grouse a stomach that is merely 
4 thin-walled sack. Feeding as it does on 
insects and soft vegetation in summer, and 
on the loaves of same In winter, the sage 
grouse pppanently digests this food without 
the need of a strane grinding orman., 

In spring, sage grouse gother in certain 
favored localities: for a strange display. 
This begins before dawn, when it is too 
dork for human eves to see. The male bird 
spreads ite tail so that the pointed feathers 
stand out in a semicircle, and inflates the 
sacs on the breast and side of the neck 
so that they come nearly to the ground. 
These distended sacs are thrown quickly 
up mond dawn, while the stiffened feuthers 
on the neck and breast Fisp agAInet one 
another and against the wings to produce 
a rattling sound, Finally air is expelled in 
a curious sound difficult to describe, 

Like other grouse of this group, the pres- 

ent species makes its nest in a scantily 
lined hollow on the ground. The 7 to 13 
(ges (occasionally more) are blive barf 
spotted with brown, 

In winter the sage grouse gathers in con- 
siderable bands where food t& found, Tn 
earier days these winter flocks sometimes 
included thousands of birds, but thot is 
something no longer seen. 

This species ranges from British Colum- 
bia and southern Saskatchewan to Califor- 
nia ond northwestern Nebraska,

(Logopus dagopast) 
As Elisiy and T put up our-tent In the 


doubtful shelter af low dunes near the end

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of the Alaskan Peninsula one July evening, 
1 beard on all sides curious cackling calls 
that my Aleut companion sail were those 
of alladék, or plarmigan (Color Mate XT). 

The following moming as I walked 
across the hummocky tundra, wet from 
rain, a reddish-brown bird as lurge os 2 
bantam suddenly ran ahead of me with 
neck extended and breast, brushing the 
ground, so thet it seemed more like a 
crouching reptile or mammal than like a 
bird. “This was'a cock willow ptarmigan. 

After moving. a short distance in this 
fashion, the bird rose with a startling roar 
of stiffly feathered wings, and to the uc- 
companiment of loud cackles dashe! away 
a few feet above the erounil. 

At that instant, from the comer of my 
eve, | caught the tovernent af a brown 
hen bird stealing quietly away to one side, 
and sprang forward to surprise a little 
brood of newly hatched chicks that in- 
stuntly disappeared in the deep moss, One 
that 7 captured nestled quietly in my hand 
while I admired the buff and brown mark- 
ings of its tiny, down-covered body, 

This was the season of hatching, .and 
several times in the next few hours this 
little seene was repeated, with the parent 
Ptarmigan attracting my attention until 
the young were hidden, The birds were 
abundant, and Twas fully aware that unless 
they were directly in my path they simply 
remained motionless, hidden from my eyes 
by the blending of their colors with that 
of their tundra backzround. 

The handseame willow plarmigan of sub 
arctic tundras and horrens fs the ontstand- 
ints land game bird through the vast re 
gion of the north, though hunted for sport 
in only a small part of its extended range, 
‘To varlous races Gf men, at well as to pred- 
atory birds and mammals. it i an impor- 
tant-source of food, 

The seasonal changes in color are mast 
interesting, In late fall the willow par 
THipan is in clear white plumage except for 
a black bill, dark eve, and black tail fearh- 
ers, the lavter mainly concealed except in 
flight. ‘The birds mateh perfectly their 
winter background of snow (Plate XII). 

In spring, a5 soon as snow begins to 
leave the ground, dark feathers appear on 
head ond neck, so that the birds ore parti- 
colored, As summer arrives, the ptar- 
mipan become entirely dark, but almost at 
once white feathers begin to replace the 
darker plumage, so that through the fall 
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the birds are in mixed dress. When winter 
snows Come again, new white feathers hove: 
replaced all of the old dark body plumes, 

Ai all seasons these hirds match their 
background, the mixed dark and white 
plumage of spring and fall simulating the 
patches of anow that then ate scattered 
through their haunts. 

In winter, ptarmigan grow long, hairlike 
feathers on the feet that serve as supports 
in walking in soft snow. At this season 
the willow ptarmigan perform regular mi- 
grations to valleys and river bottoms where 
willows, alders, and other trees project 
above the snow. On the buds of these the 
birds teed when all other supplies of jood 
are hidden, Jn their mivrations the birds 
Often move in Hocks of hundreds of In- 
dividuals. Many are killed by hunters and 
preserved frozen for later use. 

In spring these ptarinigan return to their 
breeding. grounds, where rach male selects 
a bare spot of ground, and, with swollen 
red comb, beyins to strut and enll, Free 
quently he fies a few feet into the air, to 
utter his barking nutes os he Hutters down 
to earth. Battles in which feathers and 
blood may fiy are frequent when the birds 
are Murer. . 

The female ptarmigan places her eggs 
in a hollow in the ground, covering them 
curefully with @ross whenever she leaves 
them, until incubation begins, when she 
seldam wanders far, The taale temains 
Close by and flies viciously at gulls that at- 
tempt to steal the eges, often striking them 
hard with his firm, heavy body. 

From 7 to [0 eggs are the usual num- 
ber, with variation from 5 ta 17, They 
are haniiunely marked with brown that 
i brighter when the egg is first laid anid 
bevemes darker os the coloring matter 
haarclierns. 

Five races of this ptarmivan are mow 
ree ugnized, their combined ranges. extend- 
ing from the western coost of central 
Greenland sot the eastern Aleutian [slands 
lo Newfoundland, and in the mountains te 
central Alberta and British Columbia. Ac- 
Cidentally they occur in the northern 
United States from North Dakota: to Mas 
sachusetts: 

White-tailed Ptarmigan 
( Leipiss fescurter) 
Climb over the nigh, rock-strewn slopes 


above timber line im favored parts of the 
Rocky Mountains and you may be fortu- 
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nate in finding a novecdiume-sized, grayish- 
brown, grouselike bird. Olten it shows no 
fear, permitting the closest approach with- 
Out Alors 

‘This iz the white-tailed ptarmigan, small- 
eat of our three species of this group. In 
addition to small sia, it differs from the 
others in having the tail feathers: white in- 
stead of black. It is one of the rarer motn- 
tuin birds and from difficulty of access to 
its haunts is known only to the hardier 
among naturalists (Color Plate XIT). 

The white-tailed ptarmigan live per- 
manently on the hieher slopes of the. moun- 
tains and for much of the year are found 
above timber line, Only when snows cover 
their food supply do they descend into the 
timber or along the creeks where buds from 
bushes projecting above the snow furnish 
SHSlenance, 

The nesting period comes in_June, and 
the nest is: placed in a depression on the 
ground. The eggs vary considerably in 
number, from 4 to 15 being recorded as 
complete settings. From 6 to § seem to be 
the usual number. They luck the rich 
coloration of other ptarmigan eggs, being 
buff more of less spotted with brown. Oc- 
casiomally eggs are neatly plain, without 
inarking. 

Four closely allied races of this: bird are 
recognized by scientists, extending on 
mountain ranges from central . Alaska sone 
District of Mackenzie to New Mexico. 





Reck Ptarmigan 
( Lagopics rupestriz) 

The rack ptarmigan is found almost en- 
tirely in ofan country, ranging: regularly 
in the hills and mountains above the haunts 
of the willow ptarnmtigan in areas where the 
two occur lowether (Color Plate XI). 

They are birds of strong, swift flight 
and when startled may travel as much as a 
mile before alighting. ‘The wings move So 
rapidly as to mike o blir about the body 
until sufficient nenentum has been gained, 
when the pinions are set ard the bird glides 
awity al high eypeincd, 

lin fall, in the Far North, this pturmigan 
makes extensive migrations, often gather- 


ing in flocks of several hundred. These: 


travel on foot and on the wine, sornetinuess 
cressing wither expanses of water, 

In summer they feed on insects, berries, 
and ween vegetation. In winter they fre- 
yuent Slopes where the wind sweeps the 
ground bare, to search for irosen Fee 


giving a cackling, crowing call, 
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and buds; (ir where the snow is nol deep, 
they dig it away with strong claws to ex- 
pose their food. The Eskimos often trap 
them by placing nets on bare ground where 
the birds cungrezate to feed, 

In the Aleution [slands in early summer 
1 often saw the cock birds rise thirty or 
forty feet in the air, to descend slowly, 
Their louk- 
cut posts weiially overlooked! the nest site, 
When flushed, the male frequently thew 
low over the female on the mest, so that 1 
found nests on several occasions by ap- 
proaching the cocks arid then searching 
along their line of flight, 

The nest is the wal depression on the 
ground, ned with grass, sometimes ‘with 
vegetation arching overhead as a protection 
azainst the sharp eves of marauding gulls 
und ravens. | 

The eges number ordinarily from 6 to 9, 
occasionally more, ‘They are buit in color, 
strongly marked with bhick and brown, 
resembling in general these of the willow 
pturmigan, but are smaller. The female sits 
very close; On one occasion 7 stepped on 
the tail of one on the nest before I saw her 
in the grass. 

There are eleven recognized forms of the 
rock plarmigan in the vast region, extenil- 
ing from Au, at the western end of the 
Aleutian Tslanits, to Greenland. One is 
confined to mountains in Newfoundland, 
Closely allied races are found in northern 
Eorope and Siberia, 

White-crowned Pigeon 
(Columba fencocephala) 

Within the limits of the United States 
this handsome piceon is found only in the 
lower Florida Keys and the adjacent main- 
land. Formerly it was abundant, but con- 
tinued taking of tis young for fool and 
other hunting have consitherably rechiced 
its number (Color Plate XIV and p. 4b6), 

[ts loud, strongly accented cooing he. 
trays its presence in forests where other- 
wise It would not be seen, I have won 
dered oiten at the ease with which such 
large lrirds. concealed themselves in the 
leafy troe tops, where T could not see them 
until with loudly clapping wings they 
darted away in fight, 

The nest i= a-simple collection of twins 
that halls one glistening white eqz. Many 
that I have seen were placed on. para- 
sitic plants wrowing on the branches and 
trunks of forest trees. The bases of the 
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leaves of these plants form cups that col- 
lect water from the frequent mins, sn 
that in climbing to the pigeons’ nests | was 
continually drenched ag 1 bent or broke the 
plants aside. 

The white-crowned pigeon runges from 
extreme southern Florida to the. Bahama 
Islands, a considerable part of the West 
Indies, and on coastal lands as far as 
western Pananii, 


Band-tailed Pigeon 
(Columdnd fancnta) 


Through December fog, with oocasional 
showers of rain, | walked slowly among the 
live onks of a scattered grove neat Stock- 
tan, (California, watching eagerly for strange 
hirds, A larwe pigeon, dimly seen in the 
haze, possed at a distance, -its direct, swift 
fight resembling that of a hawk. | 

A little later one of the same kind flushed 
quickly from a tree top, only to be stopped 
by acshot.as it darted away, anda moment 
later J held in my hand my first hand- 
tailed piven (Color Plate XIV). 

its body was heavy, far more so than [ 
had supposed, and its handsome markings 
seemed to me to make it one of the finest 
birds that I had ever seen, Its crop was 
filled with acormt swallowed whole to be 
yround to pieces in its strongly muscled 
stomach, 

The band-tailed pigeon is important * 
a game bird in varies parts of the Wee 
atte for this reason has hae its difficulties 
in maintuining its numbers, WVeurs ago 
great flocks came. in winter to the valley 
lands of Califormmia when acorns were 
Abundant, and thousands of them were 
killed by ‘hunters, 

With increasing population, there was 
danger that these birds might follow the 
passenger pigeon to extinction (Plate AV 
an! puge 495). Portinately, wisely planned 
hunting regulations intervened and the 
birds were protected to a point where they 
are jigain abundant in many leralities, 

The nest of the band-tail is a loose struc- 
ture df twigs built in a tree, Normally it 
contains one white eve, though rarely there 
ire said to be two, Nests an the ground 
have been reported, “The nesting period 

ranges from April td June. Ordinarily the 
birds breed in scattered pairs, though at 
times they have been known tu colonize, 

By the novice in ornithological matters 
the band-tailed pigeon is often mistaken 
for the extinct passenger pigeon, formerly 
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so dbundant, The hand-tail is ensily told 
by its square-eniied tail, a5 the. toll of the 
passenger pigeon was elongated like that of 
nL mourning dove, 

The true band-tailed pigeon (Colunrha 
fesciata fascigta) ranges from southern 
British Columbia and Montana to western 
Texas, Mexico, and Guatemala, It re 
mains in winter as far north os the south- 
western United States. Viosea’s pigeon 
(Cafwmbie f. wescac), which i somewhat 
paler, is found in lower Baja California. 


Red-billed Pigeon 
(Columba flavirosteis fluvirustris) 

To find the red-billed pigeon it & neces- 
sary to visit the densely wooded bottom- 
lands of the Rio Grande in southern Texas, 
as this is another of the interesting southern 
species that come barely within American 
borders (Color Plate NIV). 

This bird is an inhabitant of trees, in 
which it makes the frail nest usual among 
pigeons to contain a single, pure-white 
em. It is like the domestic pigeon in 
build, with heavy body, and strong wins 
that make a clapping sound. as it rises in 
Hight, The call is a loud cooing note. 

This pigeon tanges from El Salvador und 
Guatemala north to the lower Rio Grande 
Valley in Texas. A closely allied race is 
found in Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 


White-fronted Dove 
(Leptotda fulviventris angelica) 

Another species of southern affinity is the 
white-fronted dove, which ranges with the 
red-billed pigeon in the forests of the lower 
Rio Grande in ‘Texas (Color Plate XTV), 

Chrdinarily this is a bird afl the ground, 
where it walks about secately. under the 
dense cover of trees and shrubbery, It is: 
also found in tall trees en occasion, often at 
a considerable heieht. 

Flush jt suddenly and it rises with a 
peculiar whistling souni, probably pro- 
duced by the outermost primary feather 
of the wing, This ts narrowed at the tip, 
a that it is shaped like o littl curved. 
sword, 

The white-fronted dove differs from our 
other pigents in the deep sounding notes of 
its call. Its mest, Jareer and bulkier than 
ofdinary in this family, is placed in bushes 
or low teees. It lavs two eens which ore 
creamy bufi in ookor when fresh, but usually 
fate in a short time ta dull white when 
preserved in collections, 
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The white-fronted dove is found from the 
lower Rio Grande Valley in Texas south 
through Mexico. 


Passenger Pigeon 
(Letopistes migratorins) 


The passenger pivean, the widely known 
“wild pigeon” found in almost fabulous 
abundance at the time of the discovery of 
America, i now entirely extinet (Color 
Plate XV). 

As indication of the hordes of these 
bird that formerly existed, Kabm wrote of 
a flock that he observed in fight tn Penn: 
Sylvania in March, 1740, that was three to 
four miles: in length: and a mile in breadth. 
A more graphic description is that of Alex- 
ander Wilson, who told of great columns of 
the birds eight or ten miles in length, and 
of flocks extending across the sky, whose 
steady procession Continued for more than 
an hour, 

The passing of these multitudes was said 
to darken the sun dike the sudden coming 
af a storm cloud, and the steady sound 
of their myriads of beating wings was Hk- 
ened to the roar of a waterfall, 

These pigeons not only traveled in great 
flocks during migration, but also displaved 
the same gregarious instinct in their nest- 
Ing. Hands came in spring. to ccc un- 
broken tracts of forest, with the colon 
extending rapidly as minre migrants towel 
until the birds filled the trees for miles, 

Alexander Wilson reports a nesting col- 
ony near Shelbyville, Kentucky, that cov- 
ered] on area a mile. wide and more than 
thirty miles long, $$. Stevens described to 
William Brewster a nesting near Petoskey, 
Michigan, in 1476 or 1877 that, with on 
average width of three or four miles, ex- 
tended 28 miles, 

It was not unusual to sex a hundred 
nests ina tree, and the heavy-bodied birds 
often crowded in desirable groves until 
large limbs were broken by their weight. 
The ground in their colonies was strewn 
always with fallen nests, eggs, ond young, 
and was covered with the droppings of the 
multitude: of birels 

The extinction of this test remarkable 
of North American birds has been com- 
monly attributed to some storm or other 
natural cotastrophe, fut inomy opinion ani 
that of many others it is to be charged 
rectly ti ruthless slatghter by the white 
‘an, 
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Gunpowder gaye greater killing. power 
than sticks or arrows and there was ready 


sale for pigeons in the markets, In early 


years. during the colonization period there 
was no appreciable effect upon the wast

tticularly since the pigeons were 
pursu pete sane cessation all through the 
nesting prericd. 

Men with axes cut down nest-laden trees: 
to obtain the heavy squabs. Others with 
ane poles knocked the helpless nestlings 

to the ground. Netters operated constantly 
with spring nets to capture adult birds by 
the score. 

For decoys; live birds with their eyelids 
sewn together were fastened on movalyle 
perches When flying flocks appeared, the 
decoys were set in motion and their - flapping 
wings called their passing companions down 
to destruction. 

The development of railroads, with im- 








proved age odie and mail service in 


the 1870's, gave aap transmittal of ti 

nesting flocks and 
brought to a speedy conclusion the fast 
chanters in the history of one of cur mast 
interesting birds. In L879 Prof. H. #B: 
Roney estimated that 5,000 men were en- 
gaged regularly in pigeon hunting-as a busi- 
ness, while hundreds more took up the pur 
suit temporarily wherever flocks of the 
birds appeared, | 

One account says 990,000 dozen pleeons 
were shipped in three years from western 
Michigan to New York City, Another tells 
of three carloads per day, each car cer 
taining 150 barrels of pizeons, shipped from 
une town for forty days, ‘The birds sold for 
from twenty cents a dozen upward, Roney 
reports shipments of one ancl one-half mil- 
Hon birds from Petoskey, Michigan, lie- 
tween March 22 ond August 12, 1878: In 
addition, more than 80,000 hirds were 
shipped alive for use in trap shooting, 

The last wild bird for which there is 
certain record was one killed in April, 1904, 
though there is account of one identified 
positively in LOOT. T believe that I saw 
two in Hight near Independence, Kansas, 
in April, 1905, hut as the birds were at a 
little distance this is not entirely certain, 

The final end of the species came when 
the only surviving bird of a flock long in 
captivity died in the zoological gardens in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, at 1 p.m. Central Stand- 
‘itel Thee, on September 1, 1914. This bird 
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is new mounted and on exhibition in the 
U.S. National Mluseum (page 465). 

The nest of the Passenger pigeon wis a 
Himsy structure of twigs, placed in w tree, 
and ordinarily contained 4 single ewe, Sets 
of two kre reported, but this was untisual, 
The exy hatched in fourteen days (some 
rert a longer period), and the squab 
rapidly became fat and heavy, When 
grown it was crowded from the mest by its 
parents, 

The passenger pigeon fed on nuts, seeds, 
and berries, beechnuts being especial fayor- 
ites, It niisrated south when snow covered 
its food supplies in the north, and returned 
again in spring when the ground wins hare. 

Continual reports of the presentalay oc- 
currence of the passenger pieeon come to 
the Smithsonian Tnetitution ane other 
agencies interested in natural history, but 
there is no question but that all of the birds 
ite pone. 

Th most cases the bird seen is the mourn 
ing dowe, a common: species of: similar form 
but smaller size, Aside from the color aif- 
ferences hetween these two, which are well 
shown in the accompanying plate, the pas- 
Senger pigeon did net produce the whistling 
sound so frequently made in flying by the 
mourning dove, 

In the West the band-tailed pigeon is 
sometimes contused with the extinet wile 
nigeon, but can tu told at a glance by its 
scqpuire-cut tail, There are many stories of 
the passenger pigeon having migrated cn 
muse tounknown forests in South America, 
tit in more than a hundred years of inves- 
tigation naturalists have never had record 
of this bird beyond Cuba and central 


Mexico, Jt formerly nested from the Dis- 


itict of Mackenzie and Nova Seothi to 
Kansas, Kentucky, and Pennavlvania. In 
winter it rangel from Arkansas and North 
Carolina to Texas aod Florida, casually 
farther south. 


Mourning Dove 
(Andi macrourid| 


Stand at a desert water hole in Arizona, 
and usually it is mot long until there is a 
whistling of winks i 4 mourning dove 
comes swiftly in to drink, offering a good 
view cf its elongated farm, accentuated by 
the slender neck and lang tail as it pases 
quickly owerhead (Color Plate XV). 

In the East ane more often identifies this 
dove by its gently modulated coo, coming 
from a distant bird quietly at rest on some

high tree linih. or by a hasty glimpse of ite 
contrasted black and white toil markings 
nc one or two rise in confusion from iesice 
the highway. 

While the mourning dove frequents 

woodlands and ereves in the better-watered 
sections of cur country, it is equally at 
home in the open plains and treeless valleys 
of the more ark! regions, 1t feeds om the 
ground, its food being composed altecest 
entirely of seeds of various kinds. Grain 
fields that have been cut craw the birds in 
abundance, as here they mmy feast on grain 
that has fallen as waste during hurvest. 

In fall and winter the mourning dove 
Fathers in little flocks where food is abun- 
dant, but in its nesting it is solitary, The 
nest isa fragile structure of twigs, oreli- 
marily placed in a shrub or tree, but often 
found upem the ground, particularly in re- 
gions where trees are few. Frequently the 
eres or ying are visible through the twigs 
that form the bottom of the nest, so loosely 
i the structure made, 

The mourning dive nests. somewhat ir- 
regularity, especiaily in regions where the 
weather is not too severe. In California 
becupied nests have been found in every 
month from February to December. 

Moorning cowes.are regularly hunted as 
vane, and require definitely regulated sea- 
sons for their protection because of the 
small number of young they produce to 
offset thowe kilhedd, 

The eastern mourning deve (#eniidri 
mi. cardinentis) nests fram Nova Scotig 
and Wisooansin to Kansas and the Gulf 
coast, Un winter it migrates south as: far 
as Panama, The western mice (2cnatdure 
m. amdremeda), somewhat paler, i fund 
from British Columbia and Manitoba south 
into Mexitn, 

White-winged Dove 
(Melopelia axtutica) 

At dawn ona morning in June in Arizona, 
the soitly modulated voices of doves came 
tome through my open window, and a little 
later, with arrival of the sun, I heard the 
birds on every side, As | watched one 
cross the sky in rapid flight, a flash of 
white came from its wings and T knew that 
these were white-winged doves (Plate XVI). 

Entering a Jorge mesquite grove, | fowne 
myself in the midst of a breeding colony 
of these doves, Loose nests of sticks and 
weed stems were place! on inclined limbs 
where the forking of the smaller branches 
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gave firm support. Sometimes two or three 
nests were placed in one tree, hut there was 
no crowding, and often one pair decupied a 
tree alone. ‘The nests contained two eggs 
that varied in color from buff to white. 

As 1 passed under the low trees, white- 
wings flushed about me constantly with 
loudly clapping wings. Birds were con- 
linually arriving and departing, their ex- 
cursions for their fond of seeds and waste 
grain covering many miles, 

Although the males did not coo in uni- 
zon, the effect of hundreds calling at one 
time ‘was truly. remarkable. Save for the 
notes of one ar two birds near at hand, the 
whole blended in such a way that it was 
dificult to pick aut individual songs. The 
volume of sound carried to me easily ata 
distance of a mile, but the tone was soft, 
eo that it was not deafening even near at 
hand. The notes formed a comtinuots 
undertone, filling the air as completely as 
the noise of rushing water from 4 stream. 
The effect was most remorkable and. still 
lingers in my memory. 

In recent years these birds: have de- 
creased greatly and large colonies like the 
one described are <aid te be o thing of the 
past. The doves are still common, though 
they require protection In order to main- 
tain them as gate bites. 

The eastern white-winged cove (Afelo- 
pelia a. astatica) is found from the lower 
Rio Grande in Texas inte Mexico, oecur- 
ring casually in Florida and Louisiana, 
The larger. paler western race (J fefopelta 
dg, meerns:) is tound from New Mexico and 
southeastern California southward to Guer- 
rero and Puebla. 


Inca Dove 
(Srordalella taca mcg) 


A monitonous, insistent repetition af con- 
ing notes, coming froma hidden source in 
shade trees or shrubbery, to many ts the 
only tecognized sign of the tiny, long-tailerl 
Tnea- dove: Cibers more observant may ste 
the attractively formed litth birds walking 
hurriedly with tiny steps in search for food, 
or may note them contentedly at rest an 
some shaded purch, To see them is to for, 
give the monotony of their call (Color 
Plate SVT}, 

The Inen dove is most common about 
hoses, and even comes inte thickly propiu- 
lated towns. | have seen them in the State 
Capitol ¢rounds in Phoenix, Arizona, and 
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in Tucson have found them common at the 
State University. Tn Texas in recent years 
they ate sail to have extended their range 
to. the northward, : 

‘The nest, which contains two white eggs, 
is nore compactly built than in the case of 
most of ita family, Usually it ts placed in 

a trecor shruls, from 4 to 25 feet from the 
wires) On occasion the deve relines: the 
old nest of a mourning dove, mockingbird, 
or other bird for a safe foundation, 

‘The Inca dove is found from southern 
Aritona, New Mexico, ancl central Texus 
south through the warner parts of Mexico 
to Honciuras. 


Ground Dove 
(Colymwndigaiing, passerine) 


Walk quietly between the rows of trees tn 
a Florida citrus grove, or follow same brush- 
bordered path near cultivated fields in more 
arid regions, and you may see a pair or more 
of tiny, gray-brown birds that walk rapidly 
with quickly nodding heads (Phite XVI). 

At a noike they crouch immobile, anil 
then, in sudden alarm, rise with a bright 
flash of reddish brown from the underside 
of the wings; In-an instant they are gone 

To watch these ground doves, try to 
attract them with food and water so that 
they may be easily seen, Your reward will 
be much pleasure in the sight of their trimly 
vraceful forms and soft colors. But observe 
them awhile and you will be certain that the 
phrase “gentle as a dove” is sqmetimes to 
tw ted in irony, as males constantly ad- 
Vance toward one another threateningly. 
strike quickly with thelr wings, and hustle 
one another about. 

While this bird i well nomed in that it 


spends much time on the grown) in search 


of its food of seeds, it perches regularly 
im trees, and on or abet huildlings. 

While its nest may be placed on the 
ground, it is located frequently in o bush, 
Ona stump, or in a low tree, Tt ordinarily 
roptains two while exes, rarely three.

His brimming genius and intense indus- 
try slopped over into chapters which inter 
rupt his novels, hut help make them im- 
mortal, His description of Paris from the 
roofoef Notre Dame is as essential here as 
a Bible in the Holy Land. His: funeral 
blocked the mighty Arch of ‘Trhumph and 
changed the Church of Ste Genevieve Tato 
a Hall of Fame, the Panthéon, 

Spend an hour ion that house and Paris 
will forever mean more, 

Hugo's personality now dominates the 
Place des Vosges and the most interesting 
house upen it is that from which Hugo fled 
during political troubles, Jeaving on the 


table some manisctipt pages of “Les 
Miserables.” 
Hugo's fifteenth chapter of “Notre 


Dame” gives a matchless picture of evolv- 
ing human geography centered around the 
Cathedral. Let's follow his example and 
climb the fameuws tower (pages $17, 528, 
and 524); 

This lithe island with its big buildings 
spread below wa wae the nucleus af the 
Seine-born city. The germ of urban life. 
sprouting here, extended wider and wider, 
pushing over a succession of walls, The last 
al them, now tossed into the moat which 
protected it, has given way to boulevards, 
parks, and apartment houses beyond the 
reach of our vision, Circling these is the 


alt 


industrial belt, whose smokestacks cloud 
the Parisian atmosphere. 

Not five bridwes, as described by Hugu, 
but nine, now moor this ship-shaped island 
to the two banks of the Seine and another 
links jt with ite neivhlor island of Si, Louis, 

(Churches are still the most prominent 
landmarks, except for the Eiffel ‘Tower, and 
near at hand is what Hugo called “the 
boldest, openest, airiest, most notched and 
ornamented spire that ever showed the sky 
through its lace-work crown,” Tt is the 
spire of the Sainte Chapelle, which Saint 
Lowis built to receive the Crown of Thorns 
and a bit.of the Cross, purchased at a tre- 
mendous price: from Baldwin I of Cons 
stantinonle, This airy chapel, like a fli- 
wreed jewel-case, becume their reliquary. 

For the last two years a mystery play in 
the medieval manner bas been presented 
neamst the facade of Notre Dame, now a 
rray, formless setting for colorful groups of 
pavers, how 4 snowy masterpiece reared 
by floodlivhts apainst the starless sky. 

The 10,000 seats reached back to the 
pre-Roman road across the ishind, but light- 
ing ond amplitiers enabled all to see atid 
hear. From the back row—the cheapest 
and, to me, the best—the players seemed 
mere puppets the Man on the Cross an 
atom. Hundreds of feet above his head 
towered!) the (3th-century facade, broken 
by the deliwate tracery of a rose window 
behind which powerful lights gave ull 
Value ta the stained glass. 

As the head of the (Christ fell forward, so 
tiny, 0 helpless, so burdened with defeat, 
one conjured up the vision of a thousand 
cathedrals, of countless churches bearing 
the name of the Man of Galilee, There at 
the bose of the mighty elifice the centuri- 
ons und other actors were insivnificant al- 
moet to invisibility, But the Spirit of (al- 
vary, represental by the radiant church, 
qutshone the stars. 

Though introduced by medieval horse- 
play and clowning, “Le vray Mistere de la 
Passion” touched a climax worthy of Ober- 
ammergau. And poor folk, hiding their 
misery wrder the Pont St. Michel, saw re- 
flected in dark waters the massive, shining 
towers of Notre Dame. 


TARTS TEIUMPHS OVER MOTHER SEINE 


Paris is rapidly escaping the limitations 
put upon its pulsing life by Mother Seine: 
Bridges ure beme so widened that a high- 
speed motor world can ignore the river be- 
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tween whose watery lunes early Paris dle- 
veloped on its island site, 

Parisians took to motors as skillfully as 
their ancestors did to boats. The big square 
taxicabs are giving way to streamlined cars 
inte which one folds oneself, and the stiff- 
backed, mustuchinoed charioteer of post 
war davs has given way toa chauffeur with 
a slouch, But traffic, litthe hampered by 
regulations, dees tricks which scare sinivats 
inte artmiration, and the chief sign of Puri 
siun authority—even during times of nt 
litical upheayal—is the white baton of o 
trafic officer, 

Paris muters have torned the Place de la 
Concorde inte a bull ring. The visitor who 
wants to.study the obelisk of Rameses IT, 
erected here just a century ago, must have 
the courage of a maticdor, Few are ever 
hit, but pedestrians fear that they, tuo, may 
an history in this historic square (page 
5.40)) 


THAGEDY IN THE PLACE OF CONCORD 


Daring the celebrations of Marie Antoj- 
nette s marriage, when the Plave de la Con- 
corde lay outside the walled city, an ex- 
plosion of fireworks drove spectators into 
the Seine and hundreds were either 
drowned or trampled to death. Then came 
the guillotine, designed to provide a humane 
death tor sheep but lent to inhuman ends 
when 2,800 human beings—among then

The person of o student 
was Sacred, os the Count of Sayoisy learned 
to his cost when his residence was lest veel 


and he was banished because his lackeys: 


started a brawl with the devotees of Latin 
and learning: 

Near the Rue St. Jacques, which had 
known the tread of Roman legions, were 
the houses of the four “nations” within a 
nation, the four scholastic centers which 
made a thought center of medieval Paris. 

At “Normandy” lived the Norms and 
Bretons; at “Picardy” the Picareds and Wal- 
loons; at “England” the Enylish, Scots, 
Germans, and Swedes; at “France” the 
French, Spanish, anid Ttalians, These four 
“nations” were the harbingers of the Cité 
Cniversttatre, residential center for modern 
scholars, 

The University of Paris, being only a 
teaching and examining center, lacked both 
rampus and compus life. But the raziny 
of the outer wall and the generosity of 
Emile Deutsch de la Meurthe provided the 
lancl for a “University City” resembling 
the quadrangles of Oxford or Chicugn, 

The same philanthropist, encouraged by 
M. André Honnorat, built the original seven 
buildings near which new “nations” have 
risen, The French provinces and Monacn, 
England! and Canada, [xmmark and Swe- 
den, the Netherlands and Switzerland, 
Cuba and Spain, Armenia ane Greece, Indo- 
China and Japan, Belgium, the Argentine, 
and the United States here provide hornes 
for their sons, Provincial France, Len- 
mark, the Netherlands, and the United! 
States. offer shelter to their daughters, ton: 

The heart of this University City is In- 
ternational House, sister of similar cosme- 


pulitan student centers in New York, Chi- 
cago, and HKerkeley, There, curing one 
luncheon, | saw more college life than I 
ever did around the Sorbonne, the Poly- 
technique, the School of Mivlicine, or any 
of the Iyceums, whose graduates, though 
bringing honor to their “schoels," never 
heard of Alma Mater. 

University life began in-a cloister, Parj- 
san college life today flourishes in a cafe- 
teria, The man with a topic has become 
the man with a tray, 

Tt is a far cry from the days when stu- 

dents slept in the doorways, to the cheap, 
comfurtable rooms in the new University 
City outside the Park of Montsouris, or 
from narrow Latin Quarter streets, lined 
with Annanite, Armenian, Algerian, Greek, 
and Syrian restaurants, to the wiry cafeteria 
at the Cité Universitaire. 
International House helps solve a prese- 
ing problem of student leisure, hitherto 
spent in less desirable surroundings, In the 
age when “City of Light” meant “City of 
Gas Jets," the Hal Bullier had world-vide 
fame. When T last saw that dance hall, 
most of the patrons were Chinese students, 
Sow i. lies in ruin and o swimming [onal 
will take its place. 

In the Rue de la Huchette in the Latin 
Quarter great guests of the city once were 
lodged, and Napoleon—then unknown— 
once: lived in the Street of the Little Fish 
Stall Tax.
